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How Staggering of Stocks by Shippers 
Will Cut Down Cost of Taxation 


By H. A. HARING 


EAR after year, beginning with January or February, its chief market lies. These structures could house the 


1®@ 
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the Wabash Railroad sends its flat cars—cars without 

sides—as fast as they are released from loads, to the 
Wheeling & Lake Erie Railroad. The latter accumulates 
them in its yards and sidings of a certain Ohio city, the 
cars growing in numbers and lying apparently without 
purpose for week after week. 

Then, suddenly, in mid-March, ten of the cars are each 
day withdrawn from the seemingly endless lines which 
have blocked the side tracks. These cars are delivered to 
a manufacturer of grain harvesting and threshing machin- 
ery, whose capacity for loading is ten cars a day. 

This operation has been observed for upwards of twenty 
vears, and whenever thought was given to the situation 
it was naturally concluded that explanation would be found 
in the seasonal nature of the farm implement business. 

When, however, warehousing was being studied, a 
deeper reason was found. 

The manufacturer in question owns commodious storage 
buildings at four points beyond the Missouri River, where 


implements that seriously clutter the factory during the 
first two or three months of the year, and yet it is the 
studied policy of the manufacturer not to ship from fac- 
tory to warehouses until a certain date. Said the general 
manager of this company: 

“If we ship in certain months we are taxed doubly for 
the goods.” 

Here, accordingly, lies the explanation of the railroad’s 
uneconomic accumulation of “empties.” 

Threshing ‘machines can be shipped only on flat cars. 
In order to secure the freight business against two com- 
peting railroads, which also have private sidings into 
the factory mentioned, the Wabash undergoes the expense 
of holding equipment idle for several weeks. 

All this planning and all this waste in the transporta- 
tion system is occasioned by the evil of double taxation 
in distant warehouses. Local taxes in Kansas become a 
lien as of March 1, in Nebraska as of April 1. The 
manufacturer named warehouses in these two States, but 
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by withholding Kansas shipments until after the March 
page of the calendar appears the goods reach destinations 
so as to enjoy eleven months before another assessment 
day rolls around—before which date the goods are sold 
and delivered. Similarly, for Nebraska warehouses ship- 
ment is postponed until a reasonable time after the first 


day of April. 


“Double taxation” is an expression not often heard 
It is, notwithstanding, a very im- 


among warehousemen. 


N 1922 a Michigan manufacturer ap- 

pealed to the Courts for relief 
against this injustice. He cited an in- 
stance of his goods which, after fabrica- 
tion, had been assessed for full value 
in the home State; the lot then had been 
warehoused in Milwaukee, where the 
Wisconsin tax collector had again levied 
for full value; the goods were later 
shipped to a factory branch in Minne- 
sota, where a third levy was imposed. 

The following year (1923) a lot of 
goods was encountered that had paid 
taxes twice. Made in Indiana (where 
tax day comes in March), they were 
assessed at the factory before being 
shipped to a public warehouse in Louis- 
ville. The Kentucky tax day is in July 
and the goods were reported, under the 
Kentucky warehouse assessment law, for 
a second taxation. If it had so hap- 
pened, of course, that the goods had 
been shipped from factory before March 
and then sold out of Kentucky ware- 
house before July, the factory would 
have escaped both tax levies and paid 
nothing at all. 


, Heavy Assessment 


With the makers of highly competi- 
tive goods, every item of cost is vastly 
important. One illustration of this 
sort may be found with the makers of 
breakfast cereals whose policies of dis- 
tribution are constantly being shifted 
in their effort to eliminate wasteful ex- 
penses. One such manufacturer, ac- 
cording to published statements, paid 
out in 1920 some $16,000 in State and 
municipal taxes for warehoused goods 
in States other than the home State. 
This sum was equivalent to about 10 
per cent of their total warehouse ex- 
penses for the year—altogether too 
great a proportion. 

The company’s accountants demon- 
strated that this tax, with the narrow 
margin of their profits, rendered ware- 
housing unprofitable in certain States. 
The company failed to get relief through 
legal procedure. It forthwith discon- 
tinued warehouse distribution at all 
points where the burden of taxes seemed 
unreasonable. 

The result was that this company’s 
150 public warehouses of 1920 were re- 
duced to only 50 in the following year. 

The altered policy involved a complete 


portant element in the costs of the factory which places 
goods in public warehouses.

“AVOIDING” VS. 
“EVADING”’ 


1? is one thing to “avoid” taxes, 
another to “evade” them. 
“Avoiding”—by the national dis- 
tributor—of taxes on their goods 
in public warehouses “is an effec- 
tive and lawful method of saving 
money,” Mr. Haring points out in 
this article; whereas to “evade” 
such taxes is a “fraud upon the 
public revenue.” 

Mr. Haring points to Court de- 
cisions to drive home his conten- 
tion that the manufacturer is 
within his legal rights when he so 
ships stocks as to avoid having 
them in storage, in any consider- 
able volume, on the taxing days 
specified under the laws of the 
several States. 

“Consistently for more than one 
hundred years,” he says, “the 
highest Court of the land has sus- 
tained taxpayers who find loop- 
holes in the tax laws, and on re- 
peated occasions that Court has 
commended men for their _in- 
genuity.” 

Some suggestions as to how 
shippers may legally “stagger” 
their stocks, State against State, 
so as to reduce their tax burdens, 
are here set down by Mr. Haring.

My advice to 


“Forget that subject! 
about taxes, the better. 
you is to forget it!” 

Precisely those words were used pub- 
licly by the president of a warehouse- 
men’s association at a meeting in Wash- 
ington, D. C. 

The tax question can not thus be dis- 
posed of. The warehousing industry 
has, moreover, so greatly improved in 
all the services it renders patrons that 
warehousemen should not be compelled 
to side-step. For, behind the answer 
just quoted, is concealed the thought 
that warehouse patrons must resort to 
false tax returns. 

It is not necessary to record that 
owners of goods make returns to the 
assessor as low as they dare. Low 
assessment for goods stored at the fac- 
tory is commonly allowed. A_ few 
States, by statute, permit one year’s 
freedom from assessment for raw ma- 
terial and fabricated product. One 
State even extends this period to five 
years, but it is a State where little 
manufacturing is done (Mississippi). 


Hitting the “Outsider” 


This generally conceded right to low 
assessment at home has been helped on 
by the local influence of the factory 
management. It has always been pos- 
sible through influence and acquaint- 
ance to keep down the valuation for 
raw materials, goods in process of manu- 
facture, as well as cash. 

Just these conditions have lulled 
manufacturers into lethargy. Probably 
for these reasons they have been easily 
victimized for their spot stocks caught 
on tax day in some distant State. For, 
in the foreign State, the tax gatherer 
considers it his duty to levy heavily on 
concerns “living far away,” with the 
idea that whatever is thus collected is 
clear gain to the local community. Tax 
laws, too, favor this type of assessment. 
One-third of our States purposely im- 
pose heavier taxes on goods belonging 
to persons outside the State than upon 
similar goods owned by its own citizens. 

Massachusetts, as one illustration, has 
a statute that requires every ware- 
houseman “within ten days after a re- 
quest therefor by the assessor” to per- 
mit the assessor “to copy from the 
warehouse records a list of the names

and addresses of all persons who appear, 
on April 1 of such year, to have any 
property stored or kept in any such 
warehouse.” 

New Hampshire goes a bit further by 
requiring the warehouseman to “assist 
the assessor to list all goods, wares and 
merchandise held, kept or stored by 
him,” in addition to furnishing names 
and addresses of owners. 

Nebraska words its statute exactly 
as does New Hampshire, while Ken- 
tucky, Iowa, Minnesota (and others) lay 
upon the public warehouseman the same 
duty. 

Values, as thus determined by the 
assessor, tend to be maximum. Every 
disposition is to do the opposite of what 
is done to the same goods at the home 
factory. The States, too, need greater 
revenues year by year. They are 
reaching out more and more to out-of- 
State sources for that revenue. Forty 
of them have bi-ennial sessions of their 
Legislatures in 1925, from which may 
be expected as much tax law-making 
as came in 1923 and 1921. Oregon, in 
1923, repealed some earlier taxation 
legislation. That State, however, stands 
almost alone in this particular, for at 
least twenty-six States in that year in- 
creased tax levies, with possibly others 
whose enactments have not come to at- 
tention. 

The phrase “double taxation” for 
warehoused goods does not, therefore, 
cover the whole problem faced by the 
owner of those goods. Unless. the 
owner is alert, goods in warehouses will 
be assessed at higher values than if they 


had been retained in the factory; or they 
may be assessed higher than similar 
goods belonging to citizens of the State. 
In either case the owner of warehoused 
goods is being penalized solely and only 
because he lives in a distant State. 
When business men are consulted as 
to this matter, they hesitate to speak 
definitely. They are careful to whom 
they speak, and in talking will often 
hush their tones. Business men are 








ONE COURT'S 
ATTITUDE 


ERE is what one of the coun- 
try’s highest Courts has had 
to say regarding tax “avoidance”: 
“The right to do so is insepa- 
rately connected with an _ indivi- 
dual’s right to own and control his 
property. It is practically iden- 
tical with the sale by a citizen of 
tax-burdened securities and _ in- 
vestment of the proceeds in tax- 
exempt ones, for the purpose of 
reducing or avoiding taxation. 
“It is not unnatural that any 
thoughtful business man take such 
steps. It is altogether different 
from tax dodging, the hiding of 
taxable property, or the doing of 
some unlawful or illegal thing in 
order to avoid taxation.” 








ashamed of the devices to which they 
stoop to escape taxes. Each has a 
feeling that the other uses all the tricks 
of under-valuation, false returns, “good 
forgetters,” &c., and yet each hesitates 
openly to admit his own methods. 

This remark is true generally as to 


taxes. When it comes to taxation of 
warehoused goods, all manufacturers 
want information. This information 


they seem unable to get as they do other 
facts. Any warehouseman prides him- 
self of his ability to quote railroad 
rates, or will write a lengthy letter as 
to local business conditions, but when 
asked as to taxes only too often the 
reply is some form or other of the re- 
mark “Forget it!” 

- This is all a mistake. It is, also, en- 
tirely unnecessary. Manufacturers are 
meeting the situation, particularly those 
whose volume justifies a study of the 
matter and who have sought competent 
advice. They are willing to meet rea- 
sonable tax levies, but all are right in 
feeling that they should not suffer 
exactions beyond what is fair and what 
is the intention of the law. Manufac- 
turers with nation-wide distribution face 
forty-eight varieties of local property 
taxation, under a confusion of levies and 
assessments that is baffling. 

First to be understood is that it is 
lawful to avoid taxes under certain con- 
ditions. The tax laws favor the State; 
the Courts lean to the Government’s side 
in interpreting those laws. Neverthe- 
less, consistently for more than one hun- 
dred years, the highest Court of the 
land has sustained taxpayers who find 
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loop holes in the tax laws, and on re- 
peated occasions that Court has com- 
mended men for their ingenuity. 

Warehouse patrons have not taken 
advantage of what the laws clearly 
allow them. Annually they are caught 
in the net of their own neglect for 
double taxes whereas, by following the 
permission of the laws, they may avoid 
all taxation on warehoused goods. The 
concern that patronizes warehouses at a 
number of centers in. the country, by a 
little planning need not reduce its ware- 
houses for fear of taxes. The more 
public warehouses he patronizes, the 
greater becomes his opportunity to avoid 
taxes—lawfully and legally and effec- 
tively. 

To make a false tax return subjects 
the maker to penalties, if discovered. 

To evade a tax to which the goods are 
liable is “tax dodging,’ and this is a 
“fraud upon the public revenue.” 

And yet tax “avoidance” is an effec- 
tive and lawful method of saving money. 

The statutes and the highest Courts 
have abundantly sign-posted the way 
to avoid excessive taxes, lawfully and 
legally, ethically and morally—even 
“innocently of illegality,” as phrased 
by the Supreme Court. 

It is not wrong “deliberately to save 
taxes,” so long as that saving be 
achieved as the law says it shall. 

A corporation is specially given the 
right to change its form, to establish 
a trust, to organize a subsidiary, even 
though the sole purpose be to avoid tax- 
ation. 

An individual has the right to invest 
in tax-exempts. Tax-exempt securities 
were authorized by the laws for that 
identical purpose and no other. Pro- 
vided only that the individual actually 
makes the investment in good faith, his 
conduct is above reproach either in law 
or in morals, and his neighbor has been 
given the same privilege. 

Similarly it is the privilege to change 
one’s resdence from State to State, from 
town to town, from city to country. If 
the residence is actual, and not a mere 
fiction, he is entitled to the tax benefits. 
That the underlying purpose is to escape 
heavy taxes does not alter the lawful- 
ness of the act, as has repeatedly been 
sustained by the Courts in such de- 
cisions as that “if he really intends to 
change his residence, and does change 
it, the motive which prompted him to 
do so is not material.” The sole test 
is “whether the change was made in 
good faith: that it was actually made.” 

To “avoid” a tax is a different thing 
from “evading” that tax. 

“Evasion” implies concealment, falsi- 
fication, deception, underhanded acts. 


“‘Avoidance” is actually doing what is 
claimed to be done; it must be “open” 
or “in good faith.” 

A mere bookkeeping set of entries 


does not make a transaction “actual.” 
No matter how complete the “book- 
keeping” records may be, they are in- 
effective and unlawful unless the corre- 
sponding business was actually done. 

If, however, a man’s residence is 
changed, if he actually does invest in 
tax-exempts, if the corporation really 
does change its form, the results may 
be effective to avoid taxation and they 
may be “legally innocent.” 

The kernel of lawful tax “avoidance” 
is thus summed up by one of our highest 
Courts: 

“The right to do so is inseparably 
connected with an individual’s right to 
own and control his property. It is 








Factory Operation and 
Public Warehousing 


§ bw nature of buying today— 
the customer demanding imme- 
diate delivery—is such that the 
manufacturer’s problem is that of 
accumulating spot stocks at the 
marketing centers. It is first to 
last a warehousing task. 

So says Mr. Haring in his article 
to appear in the June issue of 
Distribution & Warehousing—his 
third of this series on “Public 
Warehousing and Economic Distri- 
bution.”

practically identical with the sale by a 
citizen of tax-burdened securities and 
investment of the proceeds thereof in 
tax-exempt ones, for the purpose of re- 
ducing or avoiding taxation. 


“It is not unnatural that any 
thoughtful business man _ take such 
steps. It is altogether different from 


tax dodging, the hiding of taxable 
property, or the doing of some unlawful 
or illegal thing in order to avoid 
taxation.” ) 
That last paragraph will bear a sec- 
ond reading. If, after such a reading, 
the owner of goods gets himself caught 
for double taxation he can blame him- 
self and only himself. If, also, he is 
caught for local taxes where it would 
have been possible, lawfully and effec- 
tively, to save the money, he pays in 
money for what he lacks in wits. 
Double taxation for the same property 
is not intended. The laws of the United 


States and of each State declare that it 
shall not occur. 

Nevertheless, if the owner of goods 
puts them in “jeopardy of the collector” 
two times or three times, he will appeal 
in vain to the Courts for relief. 

No State will levy twice, of course; 
but no State, at the same time, will 
wipe off its levy for the benefit of a 
neighbor State. 

The owner who lets in his goods for 
double levy has run his truck off the 
paved road into the mud! No one will 
come along and pay the repair bills! 

The law, then, clearly says. that 
“avoiding” taxation by doing things 
permitted by the law is right. It is an 
effective method of saving money. But 
it is forbidden (being a fraud) to “dodge 
taxes” or “conceal values” or to set up 
imaginary business transactions. 


The owner of warehoused goods faces 
forty-eight sets of tax laws. These 
laws are much like a shelf of railroad 
tariffs. 

With freight, it is a principle that 
the shipper is allowed the lowest or most 
favorable rate or combination of such 
rates. He is privileged to study tariffs 
for that purpose. He may shift rout- 
ings for the same end. No carrier is 
permitted to refuse him that rate or 
that classification that he considers 
most favorable to himself, so long, of 
course, as the facts fit the tariff. A lot 
of freight tariffs are like a hand dealt 
at cards. The player may rearrange 
that hand as he pleases, but so long as 
he uses only lawful rates the rules of the 
railroad game permit endless combina- 
tions. 

The forty-eight statutes of taxation 
offer much the same opportunity. The 
owner of goods, living in another State, 
has the privilege of putting his goods 
into a State or keeping them out; he 
may ship them in on any day he wills, 
as also he may ship them out. He is 
clearly permitted to array the laws of 
one State against those of another. 


The rules of the tax game are that 
double taxation is nowhere intended; 
that the owner may control and shift his 
property as he wills; and that “it is 
not unnatural that any thoughtful busi- 
ness man may take such steps” as shall 
result in saving from taxes; but that 
such transactions must be “actual” and 
performed in “good faith” in order to 
be lawful. The purpose need not be 
concealed, the acts may and ought to 
be done openly (mere bookkeeping en- 
tries to set up a semblance of imaginary 
transactions are fraudulent), but 
legality is in no wise lost even though 
the only purpose be that of saving tax 
money. 

The tax game, thereupon, becomes 
more simple. If the schedule of spot 


stocks is laid out with reference to tax-

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ation, the forty-eight States may be 
so staggered against one another as to 
save much of the tax payments. The 
matter is no more complicated than for 
the traffic department to construct a 
schedule for freight shipments. 

With taxes, it is the duty of the 
owner to see that goods shall not be 
twice assessed. It is quite possible for 
a concern doing a nation-wide business 
to hold its spot stocks beyond the clutch 
of the local tax collector for all but a 
minimum volume of its business. 


Saving $40,000 


One corporation has been encountered 
whose 1924 “warehoused inventories” 
were 30 per cent greater than for 1920 
but whose taxes on those stocks were 
$40,000 less in 1924 than in 1920. The 
entire saving, moreover, was achieved 
through methods entirely lawful, above- 
board and all done “in good faith.” 

The Ohio maker of threshing ma- 
chines, already mentioned, does not ship 
into Kansas until after the first of 
March because tax day in that State 
comes in March; it does not ship into 
Nebraska until April for a similar rea- 
son; but at the same time it does not 
hold its product in Ohio until the Ohio 
assessor has a chance to levy upon it 
(Ohio’s tax day being the second Mon- 
day of April). 

The method of avoiding local tax- 
ation for goods is obviously that of 
shifting the goods. Of all the States 
only one (Delaware) has no set tax day. 
In each of the others the statute pro- 
vides that taxes shall become a lien on 
personal property upon a certain day— 
such as the first of July or a certain 
Monday of April or some such day. In 
one State (Montana) the levy does not 
attach until twelve o’clock noon of a 
certain day. 

Bearing in mind, now, the clear 
enunciations of the Supreme Court, the 
owner has been dealt his hand of cards. 
He may, lawfully and effectively, avoid 
New Jersey taxes* (as of Oct. 1) by 
slowing down the volume of his stocks in 
New Jersey warehouses during Septem- 
ber so they will be at a minimum on the 
first of October. Stocks may, mean- 
while, be accumulating in New York 
State (where tax day is Jan. 1), and 
after the New Jersey date has been 
passed, the New York stocks may be 
gradually lessened in anticipation of 
tax day there. On the other side of 
New Jersey (Pennsylvania) the tax day 
comes in September, a date that permits

staggering New Jersey against that 
State. | 

Stocks may be shipped from the fac- 
tory just prior to tax day of any State 
so scheduled as to arrive immediately 
after the day. In this manner stocks 
are quickly replenished, without liability 
to taxation. Such fresh “shipments 
would not have been within the taxing 
State on tax day. 

In a few States there will be met a 
rule of “average stocks” for taxation. 
In such instances the problem becomes 
complicated. For such States permit 
merchants and manufacturers to report, 
on tax day, not the amount actually on 
hand on that date but the “average stock 
used in the business during the year.” 
This provision of the law is eminently 
fair to a merchant or a factory located 
in the State but it becomes a thorn for 
the nation-wide distributor who is look- 
ing for tax reduction. 

One manufacturer has ceased to ware- 
house within a certain State. Not only 
has that particular State the “average 
value” clause in its laws—it is, also, one 
of the States where warehousemen are 
obliged to report to the assessors upon 
whatever may be stored during the year. 
This manufacturer reports that he now 
uses warehouses East of the Mississippi 
at favorable rate-breaking points to 
cover about three-fourths of the State 
in question; while the western section 
of that State is reached by using the 
back-haul movement from points beyond. 
Of the State under consideration the 
manufacturer says: 


As to Cold Storage 


“The warehousemen in that State are 
humdingers for freight rates. They can 
always prove that it is cheapest to dis- 
tribute through their plants. But they 
never tell us about their confounded tax 
law. Our own experience has_ been 
that the taxes eat up what we could 
save in freight.” 

The States which have the “average 
stocks” valuation for taxation are nine 
in number, but in some of them the 
assessing methods are so lax that own- 
ers are, in practice, allowed to use either 
the “average stock” valuation or the 
absolute value on tax day, at their own 
option. They elect, naturally, to use 
whichever is the more favorable—that 
is, whichever means payment of smaller 
tax. 

For cold storage the problem of local 
taxation is somewhat less troublesome. 
The reason is that the commodities gen- 
erally found in cold storages are grown 
principally in the summertime, whereas 
most States have their tax days in the 
spring months. 

This selection of tax days was, origi- 
nally, done with deliberation. It was 
the purpose not to tax growing crops, 
nor farm produce in the hands of the 


farmers, but only after the crops had 
passed into possession of middlemen, 
and quite a number of the States ex- 
empt from all taxation farm crops as 
long as they are owned by the growers, 
even though stored in public warehouses 
(as Maryland, with tobacco, which is 
tax-exempt for two years if owned by 
grower; Idaho, with all farm products; 
Colorado, with livestock, which is ex- 
empt for one year after entering that 
State; etc.). Out of this condition as 
to farm products, goods in cold storage 
may readily be shifted su as to escape 
the tax collector. 

It has been, however, of much interest 
to talk with one Chicago dealer in eggs 
who adjusts his business nicely to tax 
dates, and his methods illustrate what 
others may as readily do. 


An Instance of Staggering 


This dealer buys chiefly in Kansas and 
Nebraska. His first receipts from the 
West are shipped to Indiana cold stor- 
ages (where tax day is March 1), none 
of the eggs reaching that State until 
tax day has been safely passed. Just 
as soon as he has allocated to Indiana 
what he thinks will be the year’s demand 
for that market, he moves his receipts 
into Massachusetts (which is far away) 
and then into Illinois. Each of these 
States has its listing day on the first 
of April, but the tax is conveniently 
avoided by the time in transit to Massa- 
chusetts and by the dealer’s ability to 
shift stocks in Illinois, where he lives. 
After supplying to these markets their 
quota for the year, he accumulates 
stocks of eggs in Omaha; Nebraska’s 
listing day (April 1) is then past. 
These stocks are held until June, when 
they are moved into Kansas City and 
St. Louis, whose tax day each falls late 
(Missouri sets June 1). In this case 
eggs which would naturally go directly 
to Kansas City from the West are some- 
times detoured to Omaha in order to 
keep them out of Missouri until after 
June 1. 

It is surprising that so few manufac- 
turers have worked out the matter of 
shifting their stocks with reference to 
local taxes. Probably it is because they 
are more intent on making the goods 
than in cutting down costs of distribu- 
tion. It may be, too, that they are not 
aware of the possibilities thus to save 
money. 

Whatever the reason, it is notable 
that many businesses which carefully 
withdraw their cash balances from the 
banks at tax days will do nothing to 
protect their distant warehoused stocks 
from the assessors of States where 
assessments are certain to be high in 
proportion to values. 

In a few instances cities within a 
State will have a different tax day from 
the State as a whole. 
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New Orleans has the same tax day as 
Louisiana but with a filing date, for 
returns, six weeks away from the bal- 
ance of the State. ‘Metropolitan cities” 
in Nebraska have tax day on Sept. l, 
but the rest of the State reports as of 
April 1. The New York State tax day 
of Jan. 1 is varied for some of the cities 
where charters make other provisions. 
These days, as well as those which are 
set down in the table printed on page 
9, are those for merchandise and manu- 
factures, although certain types of 
manufacturing will face other dates. 
This is for the reason that in a number 
of States different “listing days” apply 
to timber, farm products, livestock, 
meat products and a few other items 
such as might alter the dates for dealers 
or makers of such goods. 

For the States, taxes for personal 
property are assessed “as of” the dates 
indicated in the tabulation set down on 
page 9, these dates being for merchants 
and the usual sort of manufactured 
goods. 

The dates appearing in the table are 
the schedule by which warehouse stocks 
should be controlled. If the owner of 
the goods wishes to save in taxes, he 
should give the same attention to these 
dates as he does to freight rates. The 
ecarload rate bears the same relation 
to the less than carload rate that these 
tax days do to the neglectful methods 
so commonly found. 

Stocks of goods in warehouses within 
a State become liable for local taxes 
if they are caught in store “as of” these 
dates. The only method to escape tax- 
ation for such goods is to render a 
false report, conceal the goods, or dodge 
the tax—all of which are unlawful and 
are technically “frauds upon the rev- 
enue.” 

If, however, stocks are so manipulated 
as to be low on these dates, the tax 
applies only to the low valuation (from 
which there are, in every State, stat- 
utory exemptions of specified sums). 

By getting stocks to low levels of these 


dates, tax liability is avoided—lawfully, 
openly, effectively. 

For thus conducting a business we 
have decisions by the courts almost 
without number, plus the fact that the 
statutes provide for exactly such avoid- 
ance of liability. Only in those States 
which enforce the “average _ stocks” 
valuation need procedure be modified 
from the simple one of shifting stocks 
of goods in relation to tax days. 

In this discussion it has been the en- 
deavor to show distinctly the difference 
between “dodging taxes” through vari- 
ous methods and “avoiding taxes” by 
following the permission of the law. 

With warehoused stocks there lies a 
peculiar danger for the “dodger” of 
taxes. For it is rather common for 
owners of goods in store not to make 
local tax returns at all in foreign States, 
trusting to the oversight of the assessor; 
or, if the goods are impounded for the 
levy, effort is then made to bluff off the 
collector. 

Such methods in past years have suc- 
ceeded. This has been particularly true 
with those manufacturers whose stocks 
are not conspicuously large in any single 
warehouse—such, for example, as an 
Ohio maker of toilet preparations who 
boasts that his company has never paid 
taxes anywhere on its warehoused 
stocks. 

Danger lurks, however, for this class, 
the danger being on the increase be- 
cause all States are facing heavier ex- 
penses. To offset the growing costs of 
State government, paved roads and new 
schools, assessors are improving their 
eyesight. Legislators, too, are scanning 
the statutes of other States to find new 
sources of income, and in this process 
it is quite the popular thing to clutch 
at every out-of-State owner of goods. 

The danger becomes real when the 
owner of warehoused goods is hailed 
into court for arrears of taxes, with 
heavy penalties for omitting to file re- 
turns as required by the law. Under such 
circumstances a citizen of the local com- 


munity might manage to get off easily 
merely because his acquaintance and 
influence would perhaps shield his neg- 
lect; but no such tenderness is shown 
to the distant manufacturer. 

Late in 1924 one State sent out tax 
bills to hundreds of out-of-State corpora- 
tions. These bills covered local property 
taxes for the five preceding years, with 
penalties, they being presented to con- 
cerns who claimed they owed no taxes. 

These “claims,” as a rule, soon evapo- 
rated when the distant manufacturers 
made investigation. Their attorneys 
bluntly informed them that they had 
failed to comply with the State’s law 
as to tax returns; that they had not 
heeded the State’s requirement that 
warehousemen should report ‘stored 
values to the assessor where the owner 
of the goods did not file return. Be- 
fore the law, therefore, the manufac- 
facturers have no case, nor have they 
any other choice than to remit vouchers 
for the total levies. 

The opposite extreme is seen in the 
proposed New Jersey* exemption of 
warehoused stocks from all local taxa- 
tion. 

It is, accordingly, dangerous to de- 
ceive one’s self about taxes. Any method 
of concealment, or dodging, or relying 
on false returns, is bristling with sharp 
teeth for the distant owner of goods. 
He has wonderful chance to shift his 
goods from State to State and thereby 
lawfully and innocently reduce his taxes. 
This is an opportunity not available to 
the citizen of the State for his goods 
within the same State, but it is offered 
to the out-of-State owner. Unless he 
used the lawful permit to avoid taxes, 
he has only himself to blame. The tax 
laws virtually everywhere show no mercy 
to distant owners of goods in public 
warehouses, but they do give him the 
privilege of so staggering stocks as to 
avoid, largely if not altogether, the long 
reach of the tax collecter. a

Enactment of this amendment—in the words of a na- 
tional distributor, “‘the first dent that has been made” in 
shippers’ efforts to have taxation of this character abol- 
ished—is equivalent to a victory by New Jersey’s mer- 
chandise and cold storage warehousemen, assisted by a 
number of manufacturing companies which, located in 
other States, have been compelled to pay taxes on their 
stocks stored in New Jersey warehouses. 

The principal figure in the New Jersey battle against 
assessment was D. R. Crotsley, vice-president of the Le- 
high Warehouse & Transportation Co., Newark, and 
president of the New Jersey Merchandise Warehousemen’s 
Association. Mr. Crotsley spent nine days at the State’s 
capital, Trenton, conferring with House and Senate mem- 
bers and lining up the support necessary to assure pas- 
sage of the bill. He was armed not only with arguments 
prepared on behalf of the New Jersey warehousemen, but 
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with letters from a number of members of the National 
Distributors’ Association pointing out that taxation of 
shippers’ stocks resulted in reduction in the volume of 
goods distributed in the State. The situation was of in- 
terest to the National Distributors’ Association by reason 
of the fact that the abolishing of such taxation has been 
one of the organization’s major objectives since the asso- 
ciation was formed several years ago by traffic managers 
of manufacturing companies using the public warehouse 
method of distribution. 

The New Jersey merchandise and cold storage ware- 
housemen had the support also of the New Jersey Furni- 
ture Warehousemen’s Association, owing to the fact that 
in several New Jersey counties the assessors had been 
taxing household goods in storage. Under the amendment 
now enacted these assessors can no longer impose such 
taxes. 


HE existence of the statute per- 

mitting taxation of this character 
was direct cause of the New Jersey 
Merchandise Warehousemen’s Associa- 
tion being organized last January. For 
three years prior to that a number of 
the merchandise and cold storage ware- 
housemen in Newark and Kearny had 
been fighting the taxation locally but 
had made little progress. They finally 
pooled finances, retained an attorney, 
and issued a call to commercial storage 
executives throughout the State to as- 
semble on Jan. 14, when plans were laid 
which resulted in Assemblyman J. 
Glenn Anderson, Essex County, introduc- 
ing House Bill 408 in the State Legisla- 
ture. By the time this measure reached 
the Legislature’s tax committee, late in 
February, seventeen warehouse com- 
panies in seven New Jersey cities had 
joined the new association. 


Aid from Shippers 


Late in February word was sent out 
to members of the National Distributors’ 
Association that House Bill 408 was 
pending and they were urged to come 
to the support of New Jersey commer- 
cial warehousemen with letters. A 
number of such communications were re- 
ceived from shippers by Mr. Crotsley. 
The following one, sent by the traffic 
manager of a chemical company which 
distributes through some thirty public 
warehouses in various parts of the coun- 
try, is perhaps typical of these letters: 

“T have just received information to 
the effect that there is now pending in 
the Legislature of New Jersey, House 
Bill 408, the purpose of which is to ex- 
empt from taxation stocks in pxblic 
warehouses in your State. 

“The writer, representing the inter- 
ests of this company, is one of the char- 
ter members of the National Distribu- 
tors’ Association. The biggest job that 
we have is getting rid of taxes on ware- 
house stock. To my knowledge you have 
gone further on this subject than any 
other warehouse association and we are 
vitally interested in the outcome. 

“Much has been said from time to 
time as to this practice. No doubt you 
have all the data at your disposal that 
you need properly to place this before 
your Legislature, but there are a few 


points I am going to impose upon you 
to talk about. 

“As an economic proposition, the 
manufacturer in making a warehouse 
connection has in mind giving the 
jobber or retailer—that is, his customer 
—service. He can usually ship in car- 
lots at a less rate than by shipping 
L. C. L. to the warehouse, and he can 
take this saving and let it apply in part 
to reimburse him for the storage charges 








THE WINNING OF A 
TAX BATTLE 


— is a story of how ware- 
- housemen and shippers, cooper- 
ating, succeeded in having ship- 
pers’ stocks in public warehouses 
exempted from taxation through 
enactment of a bill sponsored by 
storage executives and supported 
by national distributors. 

The State where this has been 
accomplished is New Jersey. The 
storage executives are members of 
the New Jersey Merchandise Ware- 
housemen’s Association. The ship- 
pers who aided are members of 
the National Distributors’ Associa- 
tion, organized several years ago 
with exemption of manufacturers’ 
stocks, public warehoused, from 
taxation as one of its objectives.

and the labor and miscellaneous charges 
brought about by the warehouseman’s 
service. When he undertakes to ship 
part of this stock to other points he has 
to pay the local rate, and this local rate, 
plus the carload rate to the warehouse, 
plus charges, really means that it is 
costing him more money to handle 
through a warehouse than he would pay 
by shipping direct from his factory to 
the customer upon receipt of the order. 

“This will demonstrate that the manu- 
facturer not only has his own interests 
but his customer’s in mind when he an- 


ticipates a demand in a certain territory 
and stores goods, and upon receipt of 
his customer’s order delivery can be ef- 
fected in less time than if the shipment 
had to move all the way by local freight. 

“Again, from an economic viewpoint, 
the movement of our carload freight is 
recognized as relieving the congestion 
in the freight stations in this country 
that today are badly overcrowded, so 
the warehouseman and the shipper are 
relieving the situation by shipping in 
car lots. 


Who Should Be Taxed? 


“The jobber should appreciate this 
service for the reason that when stock 
is stored in his own city close to him he 
does not have to anticipate his demand 
as far ahead and therefore carries less 
stock but orders frequently in smaller 
lots, giving him a greater turnover and 
saving him quite a lot in a year’s time. 

“The writer has always taken the 
position that it was the real value of 
the warehouse property that carried a 
tax which should be sufficient to satisfy 
city, county and State officials, as 
revenue derived from that piece of 
property. Most of the warehouses today 
represent a pretty good amount on the 
tax books. In addition to this, the ware- 
housemen must pay their license taxes; 
their business creates employment for 
men and trucks and is a real asset in 
the community, and to discourage this 
industry by taxes imposed it seems to 
us is short-sighted policy. 

“May we say that the unreasonable 
taxes which have been assessed us in 
the past have been the direct cause of 
our discontinuing carrying storage at a 
number of places in fact, in some States 
we have left the State and are handling 
that State’s business from an adjoining 
one. 

“Here is another angle: you will find 
that many of our industries are located 
in outlying districts, and their taxes, 
such as we have to pay in our own case, 
are based on the value of their inven- 
tories. The rate is low, but when we 
have to .pay tax here and, shipping to 
New Jersey, have to list our stock there 
on Oct. 1, your listing date, we have 
to pay a tax twice. If, in turn, we take 
some of the stock away from a ware- 
house in New Jersey and ‘ship it to a 
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warehouse in a State where the listing 
date is Nov. 1, according to the laws 
we have to pay tax again or go to a 
great deal of trouble and expense in 
tracing back and showing the officials 
where tax has already been paid, and 
even then there are some officials who 
will not allow exemption. 

“We wish you success in your under- 
taking and really wish there was some- 
thing we could do to get this bill through. 
We believe it would be breaking the ice 
for other States to take up and do like- 
wise. If all taxes could be collected at 
the points of manufacture it would be 
a big stimulus to the warehouse indus- 
try and to the manufacturers who are 
trying to give service and cut out a lot 
of the waste in the land today.” 


Match Distribution 


A letter to Mr. Crotsley from the 
traffic manager of a match manufactur- 
ing company which employs nearly 100 
public commercial warehouses for dis- 
tribution, reads: 

“Speaking for the match industry of 
the United States I am unqualifiedly in 
favor of House Bill 408 and its being 
enacted into law. 

“The distribution of matches in the 
State of New Jersey is, of course, a 
primary essential of the industry and 
the present clauses of the New Jersey 
tax law now in force, whereby all goods 
stored in the public warehouses of New 
Jersey on Oct. 1 each year are subject to 
taxation, is an unnecessary penalty and 
tends to diminish the attractiveness of 
match distribution in your territory 
through public warehouses, whereas 
the State of New Jersey would be con- 
siderably remunerated through the 
elimination of restrictive laws which 
halt or curtail such measures as the 
manufacturer would take to increase his 
distribution in New Jersey. 


“It is an unquestioned fact that every

expense added to such distribution has 
to be taken account of in the process of 
distribution. 

“In the instance of the match industry 
we cannot, we do not, and we will not 
assess such charges against the retailer

and so on to the ultimate consumer, and 
in order to offset same it is necessary 
that we reduce in some way the activi- 
ties of our sales department, which 
otherwise we would use in promulgating, 
in the case of our company, the in- 
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creased distribution of our matches in 
New Jersey. 

“Furthermore, at our factories lo- 
cated in various States, eight in num- 
ber, we naturally undergo tax assess- 
ments on our property, and it is essen- 
tial to the proper conduct of the busi- 
ness on an adequately remunerative 
basis that the various disabilities ap- 
plied to trade—as in the particular in- 
stance which forms the subject of this 
communication—should be considered as 
restrictive and, therefore, withdrawn. 

“It is an unquestionable fact that the 
States that make such expenditures 
necessary on the part of manufacturers 
in this country who happen to have 
their production plants located in other 
States and who disseminate their mer- 
chandise by distribution through ware- 
houses, not only affect the manufac- 
turers, as has been pointed out in the 
foregoing, but injure the warehouse in- 
dustry. Dealing with actualities, as in 
the present case of the State of New 
Jersey, it minimizes or reduces the in- 
crement which would naturally flow to 
New Jersey from such sources in their 
natural channels. 


Problem of Broad Interest 


“I am looking at this matter in the 
broad light of the interest of the citi- 
zens of this country and of the State of 
New Jersey, as well as the manufactur- 
ing interest which I represent. 

“I believe that the proposed House 
Bill 408 will appeal to the broad minded 
legislators of the State of New Jersey 
as the proper instrument to place on the 
statute books and that the present New 
Jersey tax law will be amended in-this 
respect.” 

These and other shippers’ letters of a 
similar character were, it may be stated, 
used effectively by Mr. Crotsley and his 
associates in the conferences held with 
members of the New Jersey Legisla- 
ture’s tax committee. 


Newark Army Base to Be Operated as Storage and Shipping 


Organization for Perishable Products 


| Bags of the Army’s Port Newark 
wartime storage base to Frank 
Kenna of New Haven, Conn., for ten 
years, at a net total of $4,000,000, was 
announced in Washington recently by 
Col. Dwight Davis, Assistant Secretary 
of War. 

Mr. Kenna purposes to operate the 
base as a great storage and shipping 
organization for perishable supplies, 
feeding them into New York City. 

Comprising 136 acres of land, which 
the Government obtained from the city 
of Newark on Nov. 1, 1917, the property 
includes nine one-story warehouses, each 
with a floor area of 1,792,827 square 
feet; two sheds, total floor area 373,812 


square feet, and an open space of 800,- 
000 square feet, together with 3800 
rental feet of dock space. The covered 
space is protected by automatic devices 
against fire, and there are fourteen miles 
of railroad track. The land cost the 
Government $1,330,000, and the build- 
ings cost $10,415,252. 


To Facilitate Business 


It was pointed out at the War De- 
partment on the day the lease was an- 
nounced that New York City’s perish- 
able provision trade centers in and about 
Canal Street, and that with the immense 
volume of trade incident to feeding New 
York the congestion is great. Estab- 


lishment by Mr. Kenna of the pro- 
posed Newark base center is expected to 
go far toward relieving that congestion 
and facilitate business operations. 

War Department officials pointed out 
also that such a center would create a 
reserve depot against contingencies, such 
as strike delays and traffic disturbances 
which might shut off the required flow 
of foodstuffs. 

There has been projected for early 
completion a highway and tube system 
from Port Newark to New York City, 
according to the War Department, and 
this would put the Newark base within 
a thirty-minute hauling distance of 
Canal Street. 
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Experimental Use of Simplitied F orms 


Is Asked by Department of Commerce 





Government Calls on Warehousing, Shipping and Banking Interests to 
Employ Documents Designed to Cut Distributing Costs, Pre- 
liminary to a Conference Probably in September

HE machinery necessary for use in effecting general 

adoption of the simplified warehousing forms, as part 

of Secretary Hoover’s program for elimination of 
waste in American business, has been put in motion by 
the Department of Commerce. 

To shippers, warehousemen, bankers and other users of 
warehouse forms throughout the country an “Acceptance 
of Simplified Practice Recommendation” form, illustrated 
herewith, has been mailed by Ray M. Hudson, chief of 
the Division of Simplified Practice of the Department of 
Commerce. This is in line with the procedure which the 
Department of Commerce has followed in its simplifica- 
tion activities with other trade groups. 

The forms which the users are asked to accept and 
employ are the ones which were approved at the Wash- 


ington conference attended by warehousemen, shippers, 
bankers, railroad officials and representatives of trade as- 
sociations and the Federal Government. They are de- 
signed for all three branches of the public storage in- 
dustry—merchandise and cold storage and household 
goods. 

At the Washington conference, held on Sept. 24, 1924, 
Secretary Hoover told the group that cohesion and uni- 
formity in action, in simplifying, would, he believed, bring 
about reduced costs in distribution. Regarding the move- 
ment to simplify warehouse forms, he told the ware- 
housemen: 

“It is more than a contribution to your own industry. 
It is a contribution to the public service and toward bet- 
tering the economics of the country.”

Mr. Hudson’s Message 


* mailing the “Acceptance of Sim- 
plified Practice Recommendation” 
form to shippers, warehousemen, bank- 
ers and other users of warehouse forms, 
Mr. Hudson sent also a thirty-six page 
document in which are illustrated all 
the forms approved at the Washington 
conference last year. The document 
contajns the following by Mr. Hudson: 

“The Department of Commerce, 
through its division of simplified prac- 
tice, is taking this means of acquainting 
you with what has been so far accom- 
plished. This division is endeavoring 
to reach as many interested forms, as- 
sociations, and individuals as possible 
in order to obtain a true expression of 
the general opinion on the proposed 
simplification. Provided at-least 80 per 
cent. of such expressed opinion is fa- 
vorable, the department will approve 
the forms and publish them as a Sim- 
plified Practice Recommendation in its 
‘Elimination of Waste’ series. 

“We wish to make it clear that the 
proposed simplification is the result of 
action initiated and directed by users 
of warehouse forms, and that the de- 
partment serves chiefly as a cooperative 
agency in bringing all interests together, 
and in supporting the recommendations 
of these interests when they concur in 
simplifications of benefit to all con- 
cerned. 

“The action of this first general con- 
ference [Sept. 24, 1924], based as it is 
upon months of exhaustive and pain- 
staking effort on the part of a com- 
mittee composed of some of the leading 


Another Simplification 
Conference Planned 
HE United States Government 


has formally called upon ship- - 


pers, bankers and public storage 
executives to place in use generally 
the simplified warehousing forms 
worked out through negotiations 
between the warehouse industry on 
the one hand and, on the other, 
manufacturers, financial institu- 
tions, the railroads and kindred 
trade groups. 

This movement, approved by 
Secretary of Commerce Hoover 
and supported by the Domestic 
Distribution Department of the 
Chamber of Commerce of the 
United States, has been in progress 
for several years. 

The groups interested are now 
asked by the Department of Com- 
merce to “test the merits” of the 
simplified forms, in the belief that 


the documents should be given’’ 


“universal application under varied 
business conditions.” 

This period of experimentation 
precedes a conference which the 
Department of Commerce will call, 
probably in September, when the 
forms as now simplified will re- 
ceive further consideration. 

In the article here published is 
set forth the most recent develop- 
ment in this important phase of 
Mr. Hoover’s program for elimina- 
tion of waste in distribution.

“The conference determined upon a 
period of one year to test the merits 
of the present forms. At the expiration 
of this time it is hoped that sufficient 
data will have been obtained so that 
when a second general conference is 
called it will be in a position to include 
such revisions as are essential to this 
project. This can be accomplished only 
by giving the present tentative stand- 
ardization a thorough test in practice 
to determine its advantages and its 
weak points. To get the most out of 
a test of this kind, the forms must have 
universal application under varied bus- 
iness conditions for the entire period. 

“We are counting on your cooperation 
in this waste-elimination effort. May 
we soon have your signature on the 
inclosed acceptance?” 


The Forms 


HE merchandise and cold storage 
warehouse forms were worked out 

by the American Warehousemen’s As- 
sociationh’s simplification committee, of 
which Mr. Greeley is the chairman. 
They are as follows: 
1. Rate Quotation. 


This is designed 
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to afford a uniform method of placing 
before prospective clients, the storers, 
full and complete information regarding 
storage rates. 

2. Mutual Benefit Suggestions. These, 
in the form of stickers to be placed by 
warehousemen on correspondence and 
other documents sent to shippers, em- 
phasize the use of proper shipping con- 
tainers, legible marking of consignee’s 
name and address, and legible package 
content markers which cannot be chafed 
off in shipping. 

3. Over, Short and Damage Report. 
This form, which has been approved by 
the freight claim division of the Amer- 
ican Railway Association, are designed 
“to embody all necessary information 
properly prepared to enable the shipper 
effectively to present his claim to the 
transportation company.” 

4. Warehouse Receipt, Non-Negotia- 
ble. This form is to act as a substitute 
for the form “Memorandum of Arrival” 
heretofore in use. 

5. Warehouse Receipt, Negotiable. 
This form, legally protected, is issued 
by the warehouseman only upon request 
and usually covers property of great 
value. It is generally used for obtain- 
ing loans. 

6. Notice of Order Filled. This form 
is in seven parts. The first is the office 
record, for permanent filing. The sec- 
ond, the notice of delivery, is mailed to 
storer with bill of lading (if out-of- 
town shipment). The third, called the 
delivery order, is held by delivery clerk 
as authority for delivery. The fourth 
is the driver’s copy, presented to driver 
for local deliveries. The fifth, sixth 
and seventh parts are the standard 
form of bill of lading. 


7. Account of Stock (Invoice At- 
tached). This form has been prepared 
“in the belief that it covers the require- 
ments of both stores and warehouse- 
men” and that “when universally adopt- 
ed will adequately take the place of the 
almost infinite variety of such forms 
now in use.” 


8. Invoice. This is intended for ser- 
vice not covered by the combined stock 
report and invoice, and is intended to 


cover also instances in which the in-, 
voice portion of the combined form, ’ 


while adaptable, is not used. The De- 
partment of Commerce “hopes that some 
future conference will be able to com- 
bine” this invoice “with the general 
standard invoice as adopted by a rep- 
resentative conference of users of com- 
mercial forms” held at the Department 
of Commerce on Jan. 11 last. 

In the preparation of the household 
goods forms the National Furniture 
Warehousemen’s Association joined with 
the American Warehousemen’s Associa- 
tion. The document distributed by Mr. 
Hudson states that it is believed by the 
officers of these two trade organizations 
that— 

“The standardizing of the forms used 
in the storage of household goods will 
greatly improve the conditions now sur- 
rounding such storage in the United 
States and be productive of a_ better

The Terms and Conditions 


_—— document sent out by Mr. Hud- 
son contains a summary report of 
the conference which took place at 
Washington last September. Therein 
are set down in brief the opinions as 
then expressed by warehousemen, bank- 
ers, railroad officials, shippers and Gov- 
ernment representatives. The person- 
nel attending the conference also is pub- 
lished, together with the names of the 
warehousemen who contributed, through 
committee work, to the preparation of 
the forms. 

At the Washington conference lest 
year the standard Terms and Condi- 
tions of the American Warehousemen’s 
Association were not approved, as ob- 
jections to certain clauses were ad- 
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vanced by representatives of certain 
groups interested. In the document 
now distributed by Mr. Hudson the text 
of the Terms and Conditions is printed, 
preceded by the following: 

“It is the desire of the conference 
that all users of warehouse forms send 
to the standing committee any sugges- 
tions that they may have to offer with 
regard to the exact form of these ‘terms 
and conditions.’ 

“The simplification committee in- 
formed the conference that the ‘terms 
and conditions’ as reproduced herewith 
are in substance identical with those 
which have been in general use for a 
number of years. 

“It is clear that if your committee 
is to have prepared for the consideration 
of the next conference, to be held about

September, 1925, a set of ‘terms and 
conditions’ embodying the desires of a 
majority of the industry, it is essential 
that all interested send in an expression 
of their opinion on this subject. 


“Will you, therefore, communicate 
such expressions to the committee 
through its chairman, A. H. Greeley, 
president, The General Storage Co., 
Cleveland, Ohio?” 

Further regarding the _ objections 


against the Terms and Conditions, Mr. 
Hudson says: 

“The group whose objections have 
been cited further state that they wish 
‘to make it clear that we have no desire 
whatsoever to in any way restrict the 
protection to which the warehouseman 
is entitled. At the same time we feel 
that the shipper also is entitled to pro- 
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tection. The interests of all parties 
would be conserved to a great extent if 
the language employed in drafting any 
standard terms and conditions should be 
absolutely definite and positive, leaving 
no room for misinterpretation or double 
interpretation in any particular. Am- 
biguity is always extremely dangerous.’ 

“They further state ‘we realize the 
advantages to everyone in the stand- 
ardization of practices’.” 

Regarding the general purpose of the 
simplification movement Mr. Hudson 
quotes from letters received from vari- 
ous interests expressing sympathy and 
support. These letters come from man- 
ufacturers and distributors of asbestos 
paper, chemicals, sugar, grocery prod- 
ucts, motor cars, etc., and from banks 
and trust companies.

lected, was a French colony 
founded in 1717 by Bienville, who 

was commandant of the Mississippi, and 
who named it after the regent of France. 
About 1790, when the United States 
finally secured possession from the Brit- 
ish of the territory along the east bank 
of the Mississippi, New Orleans as yet 
had a population of only about 5000, 
but was beginning to be important com- 
mercially. As the country settled, more 
and more merchandise found its way to 
the city. In 1795 trade with the United 
States was greatly stimulated by the 
fact that the French king gave permis- 
sion for ten vears to citizens of the 


N | EW ORLEANS, it will be recol- 


United States to make deposits of mer- 
chandise in the warehouses there. 

About 1800 the chief exports were 
rough sugar, cotton, indigo, lumber, 
furs, and a little syrup. 

In 1802 some 62 ships and 80 brigs 
entered the Mississippi, of which 48 of 
the ships and 63 of the brigs were 
American, and practically all the rest 
Spanish. 

It was realized in the United States 
that as the Mississippi Valley filled with 
immigrants, transportation down the 
river would become of paramount im- 
portance, and the city which controlled 
the mouth of the delta become the key 
to the whole commerce of that great 


By 
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region. For this reason, when Jefferson 
in 1803 got the offer from Napoleon of 
the whole Louisiana territory for $15,- 
000,000, he snapped up the chance. At 
that time the population of New Orleans 
was still only about 8000, but it was 
rapidly increasing. 

There were already warehouses not 
only on the Mississippi but at St. John’s 
Bayou, for they are mentioned in an ac- 
count of 1805 by S. P. Hildreth. This 
runs as follows. 

“At St. John on the lake they found 
wharves and storehouses, with accommo- 
dations for the vessels which traded with 
New Orleans by way of the lakes. This 
little port was two miles from the city,

and the produce and goods were hauled 
across in carts or drays. In the year 
1813 a canal was dug from the city to 
the Bayou St. John, with a commodious 
basin, so that the vessels from the lake 
could discharge their cargoes without 
the cost of drayage.” 

It was not until after the war of 1812, 
however, that the city’s greatest era of 
progress began. 

The first steamboat made its way down 
the river in 1812. But it was 1816 before 
one stemmed the current and made its 
way from New Orleans up the stream. 
This marked a new era for the whole 
Mississippi and Ohio valleys, and led 
to a rapid expansion of New Orleans 
itself. 

In 1817 the imports from up the river 
had been carried chiefly on 1500 flat 
boats and 500 barges, but the influence of 
the steamboat was already recognized. 
In 1817 Darby wrote a prophecy on the 
coming greatness of the city which was 
choroughly believed in throughout the 
steamboat era. This is_ interesting 
enough to be repeated. 

“The total production of the industry 
of the inhabitants of the Mississippi 
Valley must flow to one common center. 
New Orleans alone will be forever, as it 
is now, the mighty mart of the mer- 
chandise brought from more than a 
thousand rivers. Unless prevented by 
some great accident in human affairs, 
this rapidly increasing city will in no 
very distant time leave the empire of 
the eastern world far behind.” 

A description of some of the ware- 
houses of that period is to be found in 
the rare city directory of 1822, and runs 
as follows: 

“In this city are a number of extensive 
cotton pressing and tobacco warehouses, 
among which are the large fireproof

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At the 
right are set down the United States bonded and internal revenue bonded warehouses and the public warehouses 
of New Orleans immediately following the period of that war. Of the public warehouses, only one name, “Pelican,” 
is shown in the 1925 Warehouse Directory. There is nothing in the Directory listing of the Pelican Cold Storage 
& Warehousing Co., Ltd., of today to indicate any direct connection with the earlier “Pelican” 


warehouses of Mr. V. Rillieux, corner of 
Tehoupitoulas and Poydras Streets, very 
worthy of particular notice. They were 
commenced in 1806, since which time the 
proprietor has been constantly improv- 
ing them; and have fronts on Tehou- 
pitoulas, Poydras and Magazine Streets. 
with passages leading to each, and will 
contain 11,500 bales of cotton. There are 
three cotton presses, one by steam, one 
hydraulic, and one by horse power; with- 
in this range of buildings are eight wells, 
a fire engine, hose and fire bricks for ex- 
tinguishing fire, if it should occur, and 
twenty-five hands sleep in the yard. 
This building with the lots, presses, etc., 
cost about $150,000. The passages oy 
alleys through this building were paved 
with pebble stones in 1806, so that this 
gentleman has the credit of being the 
first to introduce that necessary and im. 
portant improvement in highways. The 
brick warehouses belonging to Debuys- 
Longer have three hydraulic presses and 
are very safe and extensive.” 

Besides the two warehouses mentioned 
in this account the principal other ware- 
houses in 1822 seem to have been those 
of Frederick Beckmann, who had a hy- 
draulic cotton press and tobacco ware- 
house; of Jacob and Nathan Hart, who 
each had a warehouse of his own; and 
of Landreaux & Vienne. From the same 
directory we have extracted a table of 
the cartage charges which we are repro- 
ducing in a cut. 

In 1820 the population had risen to 
about 30,000. The rivals of boats from 
up stream included principally 287 steam- 
boats, 441 flat boats, and 171 barges. 
The time by steamboat to Louisville then 
took thirty days, as against six months 
before the steamboat came in. Of the 
great mass of products coming down the 
river, the principal ones were cotton, 
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corn, molasses, taffia, whiskey, flour, 
tobacco, pork, and bacon. 

At that same time the exports from 
New Orleans to foreign countries 
amounted to about $12,000,000. 

Timothy Flint, who visited the city in 
1826, counted about fifty steamboats and 
1,200 flat boats along the river at one 
time. 

The steamboat era was in full swing 
until 1850, when the railroads began to 
make themselves felt, and during that 
time the growth of New Orleans was one 
of the marvels of the world. 

In the 40’s the principal cotton ware- 
houses seem to have been The Levee 
Cotton Press and Warehouse, and The 
New Orleans Cotton Press and Ware- 
house. The Levee warehouse was erected 
in 1832 at a cost of $500,000, and could 
press about 200,000 bales of cotton a 
year. The New Orleans warehouse oc- 
cupied a space along the river of 632 
feet, and extended back 308 feet. It was 
built between 1833 and 1835 from de- 
signs by C. F. Zimpel, and at a cost of 
$750,000. It could store about 25,000 
bales of cotton at a time, and actually 
compressed about 150,000 bales of cotton 
a year, though its capacity was much 
larger. 

The bustle along the levee was a seven- 
day’s wonder to strangers. A. O. Hale, 
who visited the city in 1851, described it 
as follows: 

“‘A wilderness of ships and steamboats 
skirt it [the levee]. In but one short 
hour after sunrise the decks and wharves 
are all astir, processions of loaded drays 
are going by, three mules at length be- 
fore and 12 feet of neck-breaking timber 
behind, their continuous stringing mak-

ing street-crossing hazardous and quite 
a work of skill. Thousands of hogs- 
heads, bales, and bags, and packages 
crowd and jostle and hedge each other 
in. . . . . A million dollars could not 
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buy the articles of traffic taken in at one 
glance, articles that, before twenty-four 
hours will have gone by, will have dis- 
appeared, their place supplied by differ- 
ent lots and newer samples. 

The storehouse of the Mississippi Valley.” 

From an 1854 publication comes an in- 
teresting list of the charges for receiving 
and forwarding 27 sorts of merchandise, 
and an even more important table of the 
charges for storage and labor on 42 
items. These will be found in illustra- 
tions accompat.ying this article. 

At that time the charges for drayage 
ran from 30 cents for a distance of 6 
squares, to $1 for one of 24 squares. The 
principal warehouses in 1859, not long 
before the opening of the War of Seces- 
sion, were:

The Civil War, of course, raised havoc 
with the entire warehouse business of 
New Orleans, and most of the ware- 
houses either went out of business, or 
changed hands. 

At the close of the war, we find, of 
those who had been operating before it, 
only Beard, Tourne, Lytle, and Patton 
again in Business. Besides these there 
were also Bower & Garner, John Gauche, 
H. Hodges, and Thomas H. Foley. 


States of Maryland and Washington Define 
Policies of Interstate Motor Truck Regulation 


[RE United States Supreme Court de- 
cision affecting a State’s motor truck 
regulations as to interstate commerce 
continues to be of interest to the public 
warehouse industry, and in this connec- 
tion the positions taken recently by the 
authorities of Maryland and Washington 
(State) are of significance. 

Gov. Ritchie of Maryland has issued 
the following statement: 

“George W. Bush & Sons Co. oper- 
ated a line of steamboats on the Dela- 
ware River between Wilmington, Del., 
and Philadelphia, Pa., for the transpor- 
tation of freight. 

“The company established three lines 
of motor trucks in Maryland as feeders 
to its steamboat service. Those lines 
ran, respectively, from Chestertown, 
from Providence and from Havre de 
Grace, via Elkton in each case, to points 
on the Delaware River upon the route 
of the steamboat line. 


“The company complied with, and con- 
ceded that it was obliged to comply with 
every provision of the Maryland law ex- 
cept the law which authorizes the Pub- 
lic Service Commission to grant permits 
to buses for freight if, in the Commis- 
sion’s judgment, this is deemed best for 
the public welfare and convenience, and 
to refuse such permits if the Commis- 
sion deems the granting thereof preju- 
dicial to the welfare and convenience of 
the public. 

“In other words, the absolute duty of 
the company to comply with all Mary- 
land laws and regulations as to licens- 
ing, registration, safety, policing weight 
and size of truck, overcrowding of road- 
way, protection of persons and property 
and the like, was not involved or ques- 
tioned. 

“Moreover, the company’s right to do 
an intrastate business within Maryland 
—that is, to carry freight from one

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What Distribution Warehouse Service Offers 
for Sales and Advertising Managers* 


How Changed Merchandising Conditions of Today Require 
Modern Methods of Market Extension by the Manufacturer

HE relation of the modern commercial warehouse 
{ ¥- the changed conditions in merchandising is a 

most important subject. To the non-resident manu- 
facturer seeking market extension the modern commer- 
cial warehouse is an essential to effective distribution 
and has ceased to be merely a reservoir for surplus 
stocks. It offers today a combined warehousing and 
distributing system as comprehensive and as efficient as 
that of the largest national manufacturers in the han- 
dling of their own products. And all this with the as- 
surance of the same permanency of service, insuring 
against erratic and uncertain performance, at low cost, 
without fixed annual overhead and constant expenditure. 

Distribution costs are no longer problematical. They 
are known and fixed. 

When well chosen, with the same exercise of care 
used in selecting your bank, the modern commercial 
warehouse offers through its negotiable warehouse re- 
ceipts valuable financing assistance. 

Distribution service, properly organized, moves large 
quantities of merchandise over long distances at car- 
load rates, forwards small quantities over short dis- 
tances at less carload rates; reduces freight charges; 
eliminates waste, and consequently expense, in transit 


delays; insures prompt delivery to the ultimate con- 
sumer in perfect condition and in the shortest possible 
time. 

Distribution service comprises every known form of 
intermediate service between the receipt and shipment 
of goods. Modern fireproof structures supply ‘clean, 
airy storage space for those spot stocks which put the 
wide-awake manufacturer always in the market. It is 
the agency through which the substitution of a competi- 
tor’s agency goods is successfully combated, and the justi- 
fied demand of the consumer for fresh, up-to-date mer- 
chandise is promptly met. 

Distribution service assembles all the necessary fa- 
cilities of transportation to reduce unnecessary handling, 
with its attendant loss, damage and delay. Direct track 
connections with the transportation systems of the coun- 
try permit the movement of merchandise to and from 
cars and the distribution depot, carload and less car- 
load quantities, with the elimination of cartage and its 
burdensome expense. 

Distribution service, besides all this; has perfected 
the thousand and one details of handling, marking, stor- 
ing, packing, shipping and recording necessary to at- 
tain the highest degree of service. 


[T° discuss this service with a general 
lay audience may be tiring. To dis- 
cuss it with advertising men may seem 
paradoxical. It is not as paradoxical 
as it might appear. You, the advertis- 
ing men, and we, the warehousemen, 
have a common ground upon which we 
meet. Actuated solely by self-interest, 
we meet on common ground as soon 
as we recognize our mutual interests, 
disguised though they may be, in the 
subject to which you have asked me to 
direct my remarks. 

Representing, as you do, a section of 
the Rochester Ad Club, devoting your 
attention to sales and advertising, you 
are more than passingly interested in 
the function of the modern commercial 
warehouse—the distributing warehouse. 

If you do not recognize the vital in- 
terest this subject holds for you, may I 
say that from a selfish point of view, 
in justice to your own interests, the sub- 
ject will profitably bear study. 

Following the noble principles ex- 
pounded by our eminent Secretary of 
Commerce in his code of business ethics 
—Fair and Square in all Dealings—lI 
much prefer to address these remarks 
to you on the basis of a possible unrecog-

" duty of the advertising 
man extends beyond an effi- 
cient and economical advertising 
campaign,’ Mr. Gerhardt says in 
this talk. He adds: 

“A campaign theoretically ex- 
pected to create a certain demand 
may find dull failure in actual 
practice, should increased or new- 
ly created demand be beyond the 
ability of the manufacturer prop- 
erly to supply it because of ignor- 
ance in matters of distribution or 
due to improperly applied meth- 
ods of distribution.” 

If you, as Sales Manager or 
Advertising Manager of a manu- 
facturing company, recognize this 
principle, read what Mr. Gerhardt 
said before the Rochester Ad Club.

nized moral obligation, which advertis- 
ing men may be under to their clients. 

If you have properly tabulated the 
conditions under which merchandising 
is proceeding today, you can draw from 
your studies at least one general 
thought. That is, conditions have 
changed and are still changing. Each 
change forecasts as to the general con- 
dition, a degree of permanency, rather 
than a temporary condition. 

Manufacturers and producers are 
unanimous in the common desire to in- 
crease the volume of sales, and at the 
same time decrease the cost of distribu- 
tion. 

With ever-increasing efficiency in so- 
called mass production, greater terri- 
tory is sought from whose virginity an 
increase in the volume of sales is ex- 
pected. Increased sales must absorb the 
increased production which is necessary 
to reduce proportionately production 
costs. The expansion in sales territory, 
a solution of one phase of the general 
problem, brings with it problems of 
increase in costs of, and ability to con- 
duct, proper distribution. 

The duty of the advertising man ex- 
tends beyond an efficient and economical 
advertising campaign. A campaign 
theoretically expected to create a cer- 
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tain demand may find dull failure in 
actual practice, should increased or 
newly created demand be beyond the 
ability of the manufacturer properly to 
supply it because of ignorance in mat- 
ters of distribution or due to improperly 
applied methods of distribution. 

If you recognize this principle, I be- 
lieve I can be of assistance to you. If 
you have not recognized this principle, I 
know I can be of great assistance to you. 


The Ampere and the Volt 


As I view you, Mr. Advertising Man, 
you are comparable, in electrical terms, 
to the ampere. You are the energy be- 
hind the power—the ultimate goal—the 
consummation of a sale—through the 
wonderful “copy” which you prepare 
and the expert ability you display in 
placing copy in the mediums, causing a 
demand for the article you advertise. 
In this you carry out the first and direct 
obligation to your client. You are the 
energy creating the demand. 

We, the warehousemen, are compar- 
able, in electrical terms, to the volt. The 
warehouse with the service it offers 
through its organization, is the power or 
the instrumentalities supplying, in a 
material way, many requirements neces- 
sary to meet the demand you create. 

You do not do justice unto yourself 
nor perform your full duty to the client, 
unless you first make certain that, once 
the demand has been created, your client 
can meet it in a manner, economically 
practicable and, secondly, assist your 
client to meet the demand economically 
and expeditiously. And, that last word 
“expeditiously” has hidden in it, in 
crossword puzzle fashion, more elements 
of success or failure than many appre- 
ciate. 

I presume your value to a client, in the 
final analysis, is measured by the same 
standard existing in all business—the 
monetary profits derived therefrom. 
Your advertising campaign does not 
bring repeat orders because it is sup- 
ported by beautiful murals, excellent 
rhetoric or the like. It is not productive 
if the new business is without profit or 
secured at a premium. Writing of 
“finis” is only satisfactorily done when 
there has been produced a volume of 
new profitable business. ~ 

I am bold enough to say the entire re- 
sponsibility for a satisfactory accom- 
plishment rests upon you. In the same 
breath I proclaim, without fear of suc- 
cessful contradiction, that the entire 
control is not with your power. Your 
able application of the knowledge of 
your profession may be for naught, if 
you fail to recognize the influence of fac- 
tors entirely within your clients’ dis- 
cretion, but still related to your efforts. 
If properly exercised, you secure valu- 
able assistance, if improperly exercised, 
your effort is handicapped from the 
start, if not doomed to ultimate failure. 

In justice to yourself—in fulfilment 
of your moral obligation—you must as- 
sure yourself the clients’ methods of dis- 
tribution are expeditious, and the costs 
thereof economical. . 

There are as many methods of distri- 


bution as human minds can devise. 
Again, the term is used with as many 
meanings as man can construct sen- 
tences. The term distribution, to me, 
includes every factor from nature to 
consumption — production of raw ma- 
terial, finance, all processes leading to 
finished production, transportation, 
sales, advertising, management and the 
like. Suffice for the moment, however, 
to construe distribution as the movement 
of production of manufactured materials 
to point of consumption. 

For the first time within my humble 
experience the lines of sales policy and 
sales resistance meet rather than di- 
verge. Because of many sad inventory 
experiences the retailer, at the moment, 
appears willing to carry only small 
stocks, easily and quickly replenished. 
This condition, if viewed as temporary, 
will last so long as a possible decline in 
prices is apparent. This condition is not 
temporary, and the result is not caused 
by such reasoning. Fundamentally, and 
because the condition is not temporary 
but permanent, the retailer has learned 
to conduct business economically to him- 
self, and of more importance, satisfac- 
torily to his customer, on small stocks. 
The retail buyer insists the seller be pre- 
pared to meet this changed demand. 

On the other hand, national distribu- 
tors are desirous of dealing as direct as 
possible with the ultimate consumer, 
which is directly through the retailer. 
The demand of one is the desire of the 
other. The accomplishment is the prob- 
lem. Once the functions and services 
of the modern commercial warehouse 
are understood, with an analysis of each 
peculiar condition resulting in the appli- 
cation of the proper service, the problem 
becomes one susceptible of solution with 
the accuracy of mathematical calcula- 
tion. 

How fortunate is the national distrib- 
utor and the retailer that there appears 
on the horizon a facility represented by 
a long neglected industry which fulfills 
to the most minute degree the require- 
ments of both. No longer is the ware- 
house considered a reservoir for surplus 
stock—a leech feeding upon the ad- 
versity of others, or a facility for en- 
hancement of vigorous speculation to 
the detriment of the consumer. 


The Keystone of the Arch 


The modern warehouse is a symbol of 
movement. It is just as much an instru- 
mentality of transportation as_ the 
freight car or the motor truck. It is 
more. It is the instrumentality through 
which the wideawake manufacturer 
economically places, with his retailer, 
fresh goods in the best condition, in the 
shortest possible time, and induces the 
retailer to “buy oftener if he won’t buy 
big.” 

No one facility, no one means of dis- 
tribution, no single phase of transporta- 
tion, will accomplish the desired result. 
All must be utilized. 

The modern commercial warehouse is 
the keystone of the arch. Not because 
of its unescapable use, but because its 
use is economically sound, rebounding in 
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tangible monetary savings, and, in addi- 
tion, in great tangible benefits not meas- 
urable in monetary units. 

Geometrically speaking, every object 
of three dimensions has four points of 
support. So the warehouse has four 
points of support upon which have been 
built four walls and a roof. These are 
the four points of support upon which 
the modern commercial warehouse has 
built a service for the distributor. The 
slogan of the warehouse industry, “Se- 
lect your warehouse as you would your 
bank,” has many hidden factors. Natu- 
rally, the warehouse which you would use 
for the deposit of merchandise should 
be adequate in construction, providing 
a most substantial building affording 
protection from the elements, reducing 
to the minimum fire hazard and risk, 
fireproof in its construction, augmented 
by automatic sprinkler system, as is 
possible for human power to accomplish, 
and so constructed that the proper 
humidity, light and air may be available 
for the technical treatment and storage 
of the merchandise it is to contain. 


Time an Economy 


It should be centrally located as to 
the trade centers of the city. It should 
be equi-distant to all parts of the city 
and, by requirements rather than from 
sales point of view, should be located 
upon a railroad siding. Preferably it 
should be located on a union railroad, 
so that it could be served and would of- 
fer service via all railroads serving the 
particular city. 

It should have arrangements for the 
handling of less carload and carload 
lots, incoming and outgoing at the flat 
freight rate for the city involved. 

The few requirements which I have 
pointed out is one complexity of the 
slogan and may border upon the ideal, 
although there are many warehouses 
throughout the United States which can 
meet these simple requirements in their 
entirety. 

It is not so much the physical struc- 
ture of the warehouse as that which 
may be contained within the four walls 
in the form of facilities and organiza- 
tions capable of rendering to the manu- 
facturer the maximum of service at the 
minimum of cost in offering a complete 
distribution service. 

It is the service which the warehouse 
performs that makes it of value and 
economical to the manufacturer in na- 
tional distribution. 

The simple feature of storage—tak- 
ing a certain quantity of merchandise 
and putting it in a warehouse for safe- 
keeping—is the most simple phase of 
distribution. 

The modern commercial warehouse 
permits the manufacturer to ship his 
merchandise over long distances in car- 
load quantities, insuring the merchan- 
dise arriving at the distribution center 
in the best possible condition, and, be- 
cause of the standard of service which 
our carriers have established for the 
movement of carload freight, to arrive 
in the shortest possible time. 

The warehouse, however, in this simple 
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movement which I have outlined, pro- 
duces a calculable monetary saving, be- 
cause, moving long distances in carload 
quantities, the merchandise is_ trans- 
ported at the lowest freight rates. The 
merchandise may be accorded a car- 
load commodity rate which further re- 
duces the cost of transportation for the 
long movement. Because of this, sav- 
ings are accorded to the manufacturer 
sufficient to pay for the warehouse ser- 
vices, and may further leave a margin 
of saving. In addition, both the manu- 
facturer and the retailer secure a better 
service which in and of itself, in face 
ofthe changed conditions, is of incal- 
culable value without regard to any 
monetary saving. 


High Rates vs. Low 


The merchandise once received at the 
warehouse can be broken up into smaller 
lots and redistributed direct to ultimate 
destinations by motor truck, when des- 
tined to points within a reasonable dis- 
tance from the distributing center, or 
by less carload freight movement for 
longer distances. 

In this latter movement no saving can 
be made, but it can be readily seen that 
the warehouse reduces to a minimum 
the distance which must be traveled at 
high freight rates. 

Contrast this combination carload 
movement at low freight rates over a 
long distance, and, in less carload move- 
ment or by motor trucks, over a short 
distance at higher rates, to the anti- 
quated method of moving a small ship- 
ment long distances at high less car- 
load freight rates. Not only are addi- 
tional monies spent which may be 
placed in the category of economic waste 
of a criminal character, but the ship- 
ment is delayed, the working capital is 
tied up, shipments often go astray or 
reach their destination in a damaged, 
unsalable condition. 

True, the railroad company may pay 
for the property damage, but still there 
is an economic waste in our national 
distribution in this very respect. Who 
is paying the manufacturer or the re- 
tailer for the delayed shipment, the ex- 
haustion of stock which causes loss of 
sales or the general dissatisfaction be- 
tween seller and buyer? It is a hard 
question, but in the final analysis the 
manufacturer must be the loser. 

Again, when utilizing the facilities of 
the modern distributing warehouse a 
carload of merchandise may be placed 
in a warehouse to be put away for fu- 
ture use. It is not designed that “fu- 
ture use” should be in the far distance. 
If the warehouse is properly selected, 
as to its distributing location, a great 
number of retailers can secure, over- 
night, small quantities of the product, 
so they, with a small stock on hand, re- 
volving at all times, always have suf- 
ficient of the product to meet local de- 
mands. 

The manufacturer adopting this sys- 
tem of distribution—not at an added ex- 
pense, but at an actually reduced ex- 
pense—is securing cheaper and better 
service. He is always in the market 
with his merchandise, meeting the re- 


tailer’s demand for quick delivery of 
fresh merchandise in the best possible 
condition and in the shortest possible 
time. 

By the use of the warehouse, the dis- 
tributor has an instrumentality which 
becomes, in every respect, his branch 
house except in the matter of sales, and 
possibly financing, although within the 
walls of the warehouse there can be 
found a financing service which is not 
recognized by a great number of manu- 
facturers. The warehouse, when se- 
lected because of its integrity, reputa- 
tion and financial responsibility, accords 
without charge to the national manufac- 
turer a method of financing through the 
issuance of its negotiable warehouse re- 
ceipt. This receipt, like any other form 
of negotiable paper dependent upon the 
reputation of its maker, can be used 
readily as collateral at almost any bank 
for the borrowing of money upon the 
goods which it represents. ; 

The manufacturer can secure branc 
house facilities without a constant or 
fixed overhead charge. It is possible for 
him to secure the services of millions 
of dollars’ worth of property and thou- 
sands of employees on a _ piecework 
basis. That is, he purchases the services 
of both real and personal property as 
well as the services of the personnel of 
the organization when he wants it, in 
the quantity in which he desires it and 
pays for it only when he uses it. The 
warehouses are a large standing army 
as it were, to be called into service when 
the service is required. 

The most minute demands of any 
national manufacturer, either in re- 
spect to the manner in which the mer- 
chandise must be physically handled or 
the various systems of paper work the 
individual manufacturer desires, can be 
met and are met by the modern com- 
mercial warehouse. 


The Retailer Your Salesman 


It is one instrumentality which elim- 
inates economic waste and which, in ad- 
dition, supplies a service unequalled in 
and fully meeting the new permanent 
merchandising demands of the retailer. 
Is it not a fact that the retailer is the 
man who in the end ultimately is your 
salesman? You may create a demand 
and you may sell the retailer, but if 
you do not meet his demands, is he not 
going to adopt the polparrot slogan of 
offering “something just as good?” 
Does it not lay greatly in the power of 
the retailer to boost or not, and does not 
the “naborhood store” hold a predomi- 
nant place among that individually 
small but collectively most important 
being, the largest buying power you 
have, namely: the local housewife? 

That the new merchandising condi- 
tions are permanent is substantiated by 
the fact that the very condition which 
exists in our domestic trade is well es- 
tablished and exists in our international 
trade. Fourteen staple commodities of 
the world are now controlled at the 
source of production, released by the 
producing interests as the -world de- 
mands. 

As to the domestic condition, it has 
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just been brought to’ my attention that 
several of the largest department stores 
of New York City refuse to purchase 
from any manufacturer who does not 
keep a stock on hand within the city, so 
that the department stores may get 
prompt delivery without the necessity of 
tying up capital by the payment for car- 
load lots, or the providing of space for 
the storage of such lots until needed, 
= other factors economically waste- 
ul, 

If I have not made clear to you the 
functioning of the modern commercial 
warehouse, to the changed conditions of 
merchandising, in closing, permit me to 
give you an illustration, from which I 
hope you will draw the points I have 
been endeavoring to make. 


Smith’s Method and Brown’s 


Imagine a small dealer located in one 
of your residential sections dealing in 
baby carriages. Calculating the human 
equation, which you know, as well as I, 
enters into every sale, Mrs. Jones is 
particularly anxious for a certain type 
of baby carriage. The carriage is manu- 
factured by two reputable manufac- 
turers. Mrs. Jones calls on Retailer 
Smith, who knows the carriage and 
agrees to supply it. 

We all want the thing which we are 
going to buy as soon as we decide to 
buy it. Mrs. Jones asks Retailer Smith 
when he can deliver. He informs her 
the carriage must come from the fac- 
tory and states it will take three or 
four days. As a matter of fact, he 
knows that the factory will probably 
hold up his order until there is suffi- 
cient merchandise to forward in a pool 
car; or will send the carriage less car- 
load freight, whereupon the retailer has 
the trouble and expense of going to a 
freight station, having a truckman pick 
it up and making the delivery. Gen- 
erally Mrs. Jones gets her baby carriage 
in an unsatisfactory condition and after 
considerable delay. The retailer has 
lost a repeat order if he deals in other 
merchandise, if he has been fortunate 
enough not to have the carriage rejected 
and left on his hands. 

Retailer Smith has one option to over- 
come this difficulty. He can carry a 
stock, thus tying up his capital, taking 
the chances of changing styles, renting 
additional space in which to keep the 
stock. He can deal with a wide-awake 
manufacturer. 

Retailer Brown has a store across 
the way from Retailer Smith. He deals 
with a wide-awake manufacturer who 
has a stock of baby carriages in a local 
warehouse within the city. Mrs. Jones 
goes to Retailer Brown, asks for the 
baby carriage she desires. Retailer 
Brown consummates the sale. The 
same question is asked, “When may I 
expect delivery?” The reply is, “I shall 
be very glad to deliver the baby carriage 
to you tomorrow.” 

Being on the preferred list of that 
manufacturer at the warehouse (in the 
city in which both the retailer and the 
customer are located) the _ retailer 
phones the warehouse, makes himself 
known and asks that against his order 
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a certain baby earriage be delivered to 
his customer from the manufacturer’s 
stock. The following day the truck of 
the warehouse company stops in front 
of Mrs. Jones’ house and makes delivery 
of her baby carriage. 

If Retailer Brown is one of those 
wide-awake retailers who has a delivery 
wagon, it is possible for him to call at 
the warehouse the same _ afternoon, 
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making the delivery himself to Mrs. 
Jones on the day of purchase. 

How different are the two services 
which are offered! Which is the more 
desirable and which is the cheapest? I 
leave it to you to answer. 

In answering the question you auto- 
matically answer a larger and more im- 
portant question addressed to you, Mr. 
Advertising Man: 
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Is your retailer going to be happy to 
do business with your client because the 
latter is wide-awake or is the retailer 
going to the other fellow’s client? Is 
he going to defeat your effort and re- 
duce the possibilities of your business, 
or are you going to increase the pos- 
sibilities of your business by protecting 
your interests and making your service 
more valuable to your client? 


Servicing New Motor Cars Builds Business 


for This Philadelphia Storage Firm 


Special Accommodations Provided by Terminal Warehouse 
Co. for Automotive Factories and Distributors

HAT may properly be characterized as a revolu- 

tionary change in the method of handling stored 

automobiles has been introduced by the Terminal 
Warehouse Co., Philadelphia. So successful has this plan 
proved that many inquiries as to its details have come to 
the company from public warehouse concerns all over the 
country, one as far away as Seattle. 

The plan is that of expertly servicing new cars from 
automobile factories preparatory to delivering them in 
first-rate running order to distributors, dealers and, in 
cases where such orders are received, direct from storage 
to the consumer. The underlying idea is that stored cars 
can be serviced at the point of storage in large quantity 
and more economically for the distributor than in auto- 
motive service stations generally. 

This special accommodation is a notable relief to the dis- 
tributor and dealer. Their buildings are almost invariably 
in the high rent district and there is insufficient room in 
them to store cars and put them in running trim in any 
large quantity on an economic basis. In fact many of 
the service departments of these companies are often 
embarrassed by not having enough space in which to 


attend to the servicing of used cars. The undesirable 
alternative has been to farm out the work they could not 
accomplish to public service stations and garages upon 
whose methods and speed and charges they could not 
always rely. 

The attempt to service a large number of cars in a 
short time without the proper facilities not infrequently 
results in burned-out bearings through lack of adequate 
lubrication, due to haste and other deplorable happenings. 
The truth is that most public service stations are not 
prepared to handle the servicing of new cars in large 
numbers, nor have they the necessary space. 

Although the Terminal Warehouse Company had been 
storing automobiles for a number of years, it was not 
until about a year ago that it put into operation its servic- 
ing plan. It began with the cars of the Studebaker Cor- 
poration, later took on thgse of the Buick Motor Company 
and the combined storing and servicing plan met with 
such favor that it was decided to extend it to all makes 
of cars. The company now is servicing 60 per cent of 
all cars stored with it.

——- was acquired by putting 
outside solicitors at work and it 
might be added at this point that the 
plan is’ practical only in large cities 
where large volume is obtainable to get 
profit. The- Terminal Warehouse Co. 
recently completed a new unit at a cost 
of $1,000;000—a _ fireproof, concrete 
structure at Brown and Front Streets, 
on the eighth, or topmost floor of which 
is installed the servicing department, 
affording 15,000 square feet of space. 
The top floor was selected because it 
was lightest, special skylighting facili- 
ties being provided. 

This building, said to be the greatest 
single warehouse in the eastern part 
of the United States, is equipped. with 
railroad trackage which can accommo- 
date eighteen freight cars at one time. 
This is one of nine distinct warehouses 
owned the company, three of which 
are devoted to automobile storage, in 
addition to space used for cars in the 
new structure. There is now in course 
of construction for the company at 
Delaware Avenue and Brown Street a 
new type of concrete loft building. 


4000 Cars the Average 


‘oe average number of cars stored 
with the Terminal Warehouse Co. is 
4000 at one time, although the total 
number, of course, varies according to 
the season. This may range from as 
few as 2000 to as many as 8000. 

The “turnover” is rapid, once the sea- 
son is under way. Last year was a 
“big”? automobile year and at times as 
high an average as forty cars a day 
were serviced. 9 

March, April, May and June have 
proved the “peak” servicing months. 
Stormy weather, far from hindering 
work, affords the servicing department 
an opportunity to work on the cars to 
“catch up,” as, of course, the cars do 
not all go out at once and more keep 
coming in. This allows preparation for 
any possible rush to release cars. 

Often cars will arrive three months 
before the time for delivery. Sometimes 


the company receives as many as 150 
carloads of automobiles in a single week 
and it has handled a consignment of 137 
carloads at once. 

The company has both factory and 
distributors’ accounts, the former being 
wholesale accounts. The factories 
stipulate that the warehouse company 








THE BACKGROUND: 


ERVICING new motor cars for 

automobile factories and dis- 
tributors is a feature of the busi- 
ness of the Terminal Warehouse 
Co., Philadelphia. The average 
number of vehicles stored with 
this firm is 4000.

deliver the cars to the distributors in 
running order. 

The warehouse company contracts 
with both the factories and the distrib- 
utors for the proper care of the cars in 
storage. The general plan includes ser- 
vicing to prepare for drive-aways, of 
which there are many, the routes in- 
cluding New York, Baltimore, Washing- 
ton and such points in the State of 
Pennsylvania,, for instance, as Reading, 
Allentown and Pottstown. 

Careful instructions are given by the 
company to its servicing department and 
close contact is kept with the superin- 
tendent of that department, he, in turn, 
exercising close supervision over his 
men. It was necessary to employ two 
extra expert mechanics for this division, 
the bulk of the work not strictly of a 
mechanical nature being done by com- 
mon labor employed and laid off as oc- 
casions require. 


What Servicing Consists Of 


It should be remembered that only 
new cars are serviced and that there is 
no general “repair” work. Different 
men, or details of men, attend to each 
distinct servicing operation. These 
operations are as follows: 


Tighten battery terminals. 

Open tool cartons and remove 
equipment. 

Install windshield cleaner. 

Install motor meter. 

Install mirror. 

Install spotlight. 

Place rubber foot pads on pedals 
and install license plate. 

Remove hub caps; tighten nuts 
and replace hub cap, using rag on 
hub cap and applying wrench over 
rag. 

Install bumpers and tail light. 

Remove top covers and put rugs 
down. 

Tram front wheels. 

Focus headlights. 

Grease all joints. 

Change oil in crankcase. 

Tune motor. 

Remove spark plug; place one- 
quarter pint oil in each cylinder 
and replace spark plug. 

Tighten all bolts. 

Test for clutch and brake ad- 
justment. 

Oil door hinges and hood locks. 

Adjust windshield. 

Place five gallons of gasoline in 
tank. 

Wash car. 

Polish ear. 


Special precautions are taken not to 
scratch any paint or enamel on the cars. 
The warehousing company also boxes 
and crates cars for export. Require- 
ments and instructions of different auto- 
mobile factories and distributors vary 
considerably. 


The servicing department is equipped 
with such facilities as a washing stand; 
Auto Tiltevator for turning up the car 
to get at the underside; complete bench 
tool sets, and special loading and un- 
loading conveniences. There are two 
electric elevators of 10,000 pounds ca- 
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pacity each. Gasoline, of course, is 
bought in large quantities and stored. 

In addition to the gasoline for ser- 
vicing purposes much is used for the 
company’s own fleet of twenty-seven 
trucks, the passenger cars of the va- 
rious officials and department heads 
bringing the company’s vehicles up to 
about thirty-five units. 

If a car is damaged in transit, the 
warehouse company will purchase re- 
quired parts and put the cost on the 
account. 

Through this accommodation of ser- 
vicing, a warehouse company with the 
proper financial stability and facilities 
can ties its customers closely to it and 
virtually dominate the automobile stor- 
age field in its territory. But it is 
necessary that all departments func- 
tion, else the reaction would be seriously 
felt by the concern adopting the plan. 
Should the serving once fall down, it 
would undoubtedly affect the storage de- 
partment’s business. 

The economy feature is much appre- 
ciated by factories and _ distributors. 
One concern asserts that it has saved 
40 per cent on the cost of its deliveries 
to New York through the Terminal 
Warehouse Co.’s methods. 


The Man Behind 


N a recent issue of The Girard Letter, 
monthly publication of the Girard 
Trust Company, Philadelphia, some in- 
teresting information is given about the 
Terminal Warehouse Co.’s_ founder,

Thomas D. Sullivan, and the new mil- 
lion-dollar warehouse. Following are 
excerpts: 

“Thomas D. Sullivan, the energetic 
president of the Terminal Warehouse 
Company, was a Chester County boy. In 
the region of Avondale he learned the 
necessity for storing grain if farmers 
were to obtain for it the most favorable 
prices. Later, when he came to Phila- 
delphia, he was engaged in shipping. 
There he daily saw the importance of 
warehousing. 

“He witnessed the costly practice of 
trying to make old and badly con- 
structed individual or private ware- 
houses do the work expected of them. 
That set Mr. Sullivan upon the road of 
providing public warehouses of which 
anybody in any part of the world may 
avail himself. 

“A visit to that mammoth new con- 
crete structure at Brown and Front 
Streets [the new building in which the 
automobile servicing is done] is an edu- 
cation. The visitor sees there, neatly 
stored in the many acres of floor space 
upon the eight floors and basement, 
hundreds of different commodities which 
came from all the forty-eight States of 
the Union and many foreign lands. 
These commodities embrace everything 
from Austrian or German tombstones, 
of which there are many tons, to Karo 
for making syrup, and from scores of 
automobiles to Victrolas, acids, matches 
by the carload, stoves, oils, starch, cop- 
per, metal buckets, wheelbarrows, show 
cases for a big new Philadelphia de- 
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partment store, many kinds of furniture, 
tons of white paper, chemicals, broom- 
corn, various non-perishable food prod- 
ucts and potatoes. 

“The belt line runs directly into this 
great warehouse where eighteen cars 
can be handled at one time. There is 
an electric elevator which lifts three big 
truckloads of material at one time. An 
endless belt contrivance lifts barrels 
from one floor to another in a steady 
stream. Another entirely new thing in 
warehousing is to store barrels of 
liquids upon racks so that each may be 
tested, or a leak in any one discovered 
in a moment. 

“There is space in this largest of the 
Terminal Warehouse Company’s plants 
for handling at one time six freight cars 
of the type called pool cars. These pool 
car facilities offer a very important ser- 
vice to both shipper and consignee. 

“Thomas D. Sullivan is the sort of 
executive who does not rest on his oars 
after winning one race. Hardly had this 
huge new $1,000,000 unit been added to 
his warehouse capacity than he has 
projected an equally big addition. 
Right across Delaware Avenue the 
Terminal company owns a waterfront 
of about 450 feet. Upon that site it is 
intended to build two enormous piers. 
The public warehouse idea is growing 
so swiftly that the Terminal company 
must also move fast to keep up with the 
demand for service and especially for 
ocean-bound traffic.” 


A-B-C Company of Kansas City Performs 


Huge Moving Job Successfully 


ROBABLY the largest moving 
Presnesace ever undertaken in Kan- 

sas City, and one of the greatest 
in the country, was the transferring of 
various grain and allied firms into the 
city’s new Board of Trade Building 
without the interruption of trading. 
This removal was accomplished by the 
A-B-C Fireproof Warehouse Co., care- 
ful advance planning, cooperation from 
the business interests, and thorough or- 
ganization work by the storage firm ef- 
fecting the transfer without loss of 
goods. The story of the job follows: 


S. C. Blackburn, president of the 
A-B-C Co., took the initial steps to- 
wards securing the contract and he 
personally followed the work through 
to the finish. Originally the building 
committee of the Board of Trade had in- 
tended to let one major contract, pay

one bill for the entire operation and 
then collect from the members on the 
square foot basis. 


Advance Survey 


The new building, however, is 14 
stories high and has 800 rooms, as com- 
pared with the six-story structure which 
the Board of Trade formerly occupied— 
facts which are significant in the story 
of the moving. Many of the individual 
firms accordingly planned variations of 
space in the new building and purchased 
new furniture. Mr. Blackburn induced 
the building committee to send letters 
to the firms suggesting that each ar- 
range a contract with the A-B-C com- 
pany and that the latter’s suggestions 
as to moving be carefully complied with. 

Mr. Blackburn then personally made 


the preliminary survey, at the same 
time receiving verbal orders from the 
various firms for the moving. He noted 
the needs of each concern, the quantity 
of goods to be transferred, the number 
of cases which would be required. 

A vital element in the success which 
attended the job was the cooperation ex- 
tended by the business firms. The A-B-C 
company sent out two circular letters to 
all. The first outlined in detail the 
steps which each should take; this was 
particularly necessary because many of 
the firms had been in the old building 
for from 20 to 35 years.

given for preparing files, destroying 
worthless accumulations, tieing pack- 
ages, stationery and books, packing ink- 
wells, etc. The firms were asked to have 
desks cleaned, papers dusted, and that 
each provide a blue print showing loca- 
tions where furniture was to be placed 
in the new offices. 

The second circular announced the 
dates on which the new rooms would be 
ready for occupancy. 

Through the carrying out of thes¢ 
suggestions, labor and confusion were 
kept at a minimum. 

The A-B-C company then made-up a 
schedule, listing for moving the hours 
when certain firms would be removed 
to the destined locations. Each firm was 
notified at least three days in advance. 

Five trucks—two-ton, three-ton and 
four-ton vehicles of the usual moving 
van type—were employed, manned by 20 
to 25 helpers in addition to the drivers. 
The working force was limited by the 
elevator capacity of the -new building, 
only two passenger elevators, each six by 
six feet, being available. 


Assigning the Men 


A superintendent was in charge of 
the actual moving operations, Mr. Black- 
burn keeping his eye on the work, in 
contact with the firms. The helpers were 
divided into four sets. One set worked 
on the upper floors of the old building, 
moving goods to the elevator; one set 
took the goods from the elevator to the 
trucks. A third set moved goods from 
the trucks into the elevators of the 
new building, and the fourth from the 
elevators into the offices. There was a 
foreman in each building, who kept 
time. 

A large factor in the reduction of 
time and in saving of labor: was the 
use of 25 dollies and warehouse trucks, 
all equipped with canvassed wheels. 

The charges against the individual 
firms were all on a time basis, with spe- 


cial charge for the use of cases sup- 
plied. 

The keeping of time was somewhat 
of a problem because of the large num- 
ber of firms being moved. Several sets 
of time tickets were utilized. The fore- 
man stationed in the old Board of Trade 
Building noted the time of the helpers 
on each firm’s goods from offices to 
trucks, the time beginning when the 
men entered an office to take hold and 
ending when the last piece was on a 
truck. The drivers turned in their own 
records of time on each individual job. 
The foreman at the new Board of Trade 
Building kept time records for the sep- 
arate floors. 


The Charges 


The sets of time tickets were, in trip- 
licate, turned in at the A-B-C com- 
pany’s offices and assembled and a state- 
ment was made out and sent to each of 
the firms moved. An incident was the 
keeping of additional time records when 
a firm’s old records came from a base- 
ment remote from the old office. 

Time and a half was charged for work 
at night, a Sunday and a holiday. In 
most instances the firms agreed to over- 
time charge in order to get moved on 
Sunday or at night. In other cases, 
when night work was necessary the 
charge was distributed to all who were 
moved on the day, so that those whose 
goods were actually moved at night did 
not, unless specifically agreeing thereto, 
have to stand the whole burden. Flat 
charges of $5 each were made on minor 
movings. 

One important item in the coopera- 
tion of all factors, was the preparation 
of the rooms for occupancy. Mr. Black- 
burn’s schedule showed both the archi- 
tect’s and the contractor’s program of 
room and floor completion. To assure 
that the specific rooms would actually 
be ready, Mr. Blackburn had to do sev- 
eral things. First, he advised the new 


building superintendent, every evening, 
as to the rooms into which goods would 
be moved the next day. This was nec- 
essary, as no complete advance schedule 
could have been accurately followed; 
sometimes a firm was not ready, some- 
times another firm, scheduled for later 
moving, had to be advanced. Second, 
Mr. Blackburn had to keep in touch with 
the company supplying and laying lino- 
leum, to make sure that the floor cov- 
ering would be in place. Then the 
sources of new furniture had to be lined 
up, so that it would be there when the 
old furniture was taken in, or delivered 
on that same day. 

The scheduling did not consist in mere 
designation of different firms for special 
days. The sheets on which Mr. Black- 
burn noted data, and which were the in- 
valuable guides to the job, showed five 
items, and each sheet was for one day. 

The first column carried the old ad- 
dress. The second column bore name 
of firm. The first column showed the 
approximate volume of moving—the 
number of truck loads, varying from 
half a load to a dozen loads. In this 
column specific-sized trucks were desig- 
nated for each job. The fourth column 
indicated the number of packing cases 
desired, if any; these were delivered 
three days before the moving. The fifth 
column showed the new address. 


lll Firms Removed 


A total of 111 firms moved, in- 
cluding 75 from the old Board of Trade 
Building. The volume of goods trans- 
ferred aggregated nearly 250 truck 
loads, considering the average truck 
three tons. The period covered—from 
the morning of Dec. 20 to the evening 
of Jan. 2, included Sundays and New 
Year’s Day, no moving being done on 
Christmas Day. The average working 
day was 12 hours. 

Five pieces were misplaced, three of

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Court Preserves Warehouseman’s Possessien of 
Lien in Non-Negotiable Receipt Case 


able receipt by a person designated 

by holder of receipt previously is- 
sued, does not deprive the warehouse 
company of its lien, is the decision in 
Boas vs. De Pue Warehouse Co., San 
Francisco, by the California District 
Court of Appeal, 230 Pac. Rep. 980. 

The plaintiff brought this action to re- 
cover from the defendant warehouse 
company the sum of $465.20, paid under 
protest, for freight and storage charges 
upon three Cole automobiles. 

It appeared that the automobiles were 
shipped by the manufacturer from 
Peoria, Ill., to San Francisco, and were 
consigned to the Cole Motor Co., San 
Francisco. The consignor directed the 
railroad to notify the consignee of the 
arrival of the cars, and mailed the bill 
of lading, with a draft for the purchase 
price attached, to the consignee. 

Upon the arrival of the cars, as the bill 
of lading was not presented to the rail- 
road and the freight was not paid, the 
railroad stored the cars with the defen- 
dant company. In accordance with the 
established custom, that company paid 
the freight and issued to the railroad a 
receipt showing that the cars were 
stored for the account of the railroad. 
The receipt was marked “Non-negoti- 
able.” 

Five months later the consignee ob- 
tained possession of the warehouse re- 
ceipt, which was thereafter presented to 
the defendant with a request that the 
company reissue, in the name of J. 
Boas, a separate receipt for each car. 
The company complied with the request. 
Each of the receipts so issued was 
marked “Non-negotiable.”” When the re- 
ceipts were issued the consignee knew 
that the defendant had paid the freight 
charges on the cars and was claiming a 
lien thereon for the amount of the 
charges. 

Boas later withdrew one of the cars 
from storage, and the defendant made 
no attempt to inforce its lien thereon. 
Subsequently, when Boas attempted to 
remove another car, the defendant de- 
manded the full amount of the freight 
and storage charges, amounting’ to 
$540.20. Boas paid the charges under 
protest, and then brought this action to 
recover the amount so paid, less the

amount of issuance of the new receipts. 
He contended that the defendant had no 
lien for freight charges or for any stor- 
age charges incurred before the new re- 
ceipts were issued. 

Upon appeal from a judgment for the 
defendant, it was argued that upon the 
delivery to Boas of receipts in his name, 
a contract relation between the defen- 
dant and Boas was substituted for the 
previous relation between the defendant 
and the railroad, and that the change 
had the effect of freeing the property

from any lien for freight and other 
charges accruing prior thereto. 

It was held that there were circum- 
stances indicating that the receipts is- 
sued to Boas were not issued with any 
intention to create a new contract. These 
circumstances were that the receipts bore 
the date on which the property was orig- 
inally stored, and were identical in terms 
with the original receipt. 

The Court found that the transaction, 
in so far as the rights of the defendant 
were concerned, amounted to no more 
than an assignment of the receipts, and 
that the defendant’s lien was in no man- 
ner affected thereby. The Court further 
held that, as the receipts were non- 
negotiable, a recital therein that the 
goods stored were subject to a lien for 
charges entitled the warehouseman to a 
lien to the extent of such charges, even 
though the amount was not stated in the 
receipt, and such recital was sufficient to 
put the plaintiff upon notice of the de- 
fendant’s lien. 

The fact that the defendant delivered 


one of the cars without demanding the 
amount of its lien, was held not to im- 
pair its right to the full amount of the 
charges, as the defendant had the right 
to deliver a part of the goods and retain 
a lien for the whole amount of the 
charges upon the rest, as long as the 
goods were received under the same 
bailment. 

In affirming a judgment for the de- 
fendant, the Court said: 

“We fail to see how the transaction in 
question can possibly amount to a waiver 
of the defendant’s rights under the orig- 
inal deposit. A warehouseman does not 
lose his lien for charges by failure to 
fully insert them in a non-negotiable re- 
ceipt. The purchaser of a non-negoti- 
able instrument is put upon notice that 
there may be a lien for charges not men- 
tioned therein. There is no question that 
by the transfer a certain privity was 
established between the defendant and 
Boas, but the transaction itself did not 
deprive defendant company of its lien. 

“Under the Uniform Warehouse Re- 
ceipt Act, if a receipt is non-negotiable 
the transferee acquires the right to noti- 
fy the warehouseman of the transfer to 
him of the receipt, and thereby becomes 
the beneficiary of the direct obligation of 
the warehouseman to hold possession of 
the goods for him according to the terms 
of the receipt. One to whom a receipt has 
thus been transferred acquires thereby, 
as against the transferor, the title to the 
goods, subject to the terms of any agree- 
ment with the transferor. (Stats. 1909, 
pg. 445.) It is true that the transferee 
of such a receipt may acquire a title to 
the stored goods which is not subject to 
equities existing between the transferor 
and the warehouseman or prior lien- 
holders of the receipt. To have this re- 
sult, however, the receipt must be of the 
negotiable class (27 R. C. L. pg. 970.) 
In such a case, by the direct terms of the 
Act referred to, a warehouseman issu- 
ing a negotiable receipt is not entitled to 
a lien except for charges subsequent to 
the date of the receipt, unless the receipt 
expressly enumerates the charges which 
are claimed to be a lien. (Stats. 1909, p. 
442.) 

“Here, however, the rights of the 
parties are bottomed upon and controlled 
by a non-negotiable receipt. The ware- 
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houseman had paid the freight upon the 
goods stored by them in its warehouse. 
The transferee had a right, upon acquir- 
ing title to the stored property, to have 
a receipt issued in his name. The issu- 
ance of this receipt in no manner af- 
fected the warehouseman’s right to his 
lien, and there is nothing in the record 
to show that the parties ever intended 
that it should have this effect.” 


Beware of Impostors! 


That an express company is not liable 
for the loss of goods delivered to an im- 
postor wearing a stolen badge was de- 
cided in Rudy vs. American Railway Ex- 
press Co., Supreme Judicial Court of 
Massachusetts, 145 N. E. Rep. 454. 

In this action, brought to recover from 
the American Railway Express Co. the 
value of nine bundles of clothing, the 
plaintiff alleged that the defendant failed 
to deliver the goods which it had con- 
tracted to transport from Boston, Mass., 
to Norfolk, Va. 

It appeared that the goods were de- 
livered by one of the plaintiff’s employ- 
ees to an impostor wearing a badge 
which he had stolen from the defendant, 
and that the impostor gave the employee 
a receipt for the shipment. The im- 
postor came to the plaintiff’s place of 
business in apparent response to a call 
card of the defendant which the plaintiff 
had hung out. The impostor had at one 
time been employed by the express com- 
pany as a helper, but had been dis- 
charged prior to the date of the alleged 
shipment. It was held that, as the plain- 


tiff had failed to introduce any evidence A y 


from which it could be found that the 
thief was the defendant’s agent, the de- 
fendant could not be held liable for the 
loss. 

The opinion of the Court, written by 
Judge Braley, reads: 

“This is an action of tort, or contract, 
to recover the value of nine bundles of 
clothing which the defendant, a common 
carrier of merchandise, is alleged to have 
negligently lost, or failed to deliver, un- 
der a contract of transportation from 
Boston, Mass., to Norfolk, Va. The trial 
Court directed a verdict for the defen- 
dant and the case is here on the plain- 
tiff’s exceptions. 

“The jury would have been warranted 
in finding that the plaintiff’s shipper on 
Dec. 24, 1920, having packed and ad- 
dressed nine bundles of clothing for ship- 
ment to Rhoads & Swartz, Norfolk, Va., 
hung out a call card of the defendant 
which he obtained from one of the de- 
fendant’s drivers. In apparent response 
to the call a man came, wearing a cap 
with a monogram, and an overall suit 
with a badge of the defendant, to whom 
he delivered the bundles, and from whom 
he received a receipt for the shipment 
signed ‘Carney.’ The bundles were 
never received by the consignees and a 
claim for damages for the loss was sea- 
sonably made by the plaintiff. The un- 
controverted evidence of the defendant 
showed that’ the defendant had no record 
of the shipment, and that none of its 
employees authorized to accept  ship- 
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ments at its place of business had re- 
ceived the bundle, and that the plaintiff 
had been defrauded by an impostor, who, 
having purloined the cap and badge, rep- 
resented himself as the defendant’s 
agent. 

“The plaintiff’s shipper in his evidence 
identified one Howlett, then in the court- 
room, as the man who had signed the 
name ‘Carney,’ and obtained the bundles. 
While the plaintiff did not call him, 
Howlett, who had been employed by the 
company as a helper, but had been dis- 
charged prior to the date of the alleged 
shipment, testified for the defendant, and 
fully described the theft and use of the 
badge, and his asportation of the ship- 
ment. 

“The plaintiff contends that, because 
of the implied representation of agency 
resulting from the use of the badge, the 
defendant is estopped from denying lia- 
bility. But the defendant is not shown 
to have been at fault. It did not mislead 
the plaintiff by holding out Howlett as 
its ostensible agent. The larceny of the 
badge shows no breach of duty to the 
plaintiff. (Tracy vs. Lincoln, 145 Mass. 
357, 360 14 N. E. 122; Seretto vs. Schell, 
247 Mass. 173, 141 N. E. 871.) It was 
necessary for the plaintiff to introduce 
the evidence from which it could be 
found that Howlett was the defendant’s 
agent, and having gone no further than 
to show that he purported to act for the 
company, and not for some one else, the 
exceptions must be overruled. (Rolfe vs. 
Tufts, 216 Mass. 563, 568, 104 N. E. 
341.)” 


Of, 
A Receipts Case 

HAT an attachment of stored goods 
is not a defense against an action for 
the value thereof by a holder of negoti- 
able receipts, was decided in Love, Super- 
intendent of Banks, vs. People’s Com- 
press Co., Supreme Court of Mississippi, 
102, So. Rep. 275. 

The plaintiff, who was in charge of 
the liquidation of the Farmer’s Bank of 
Boyle, brought this action to recover 
from the People’s Compress Co., a cor- 
poration engaged in the warehouse busi- 
ness, the value of six bales of cotton 
stored with the company. The plaintiff 
was in possession of negotiable receipts 
for the cotton, issued by the compress 
company, of which the bank had become 
a holder for value. The defense was that 
the defendant was not liable for the 
value of the cotton, for the reason that 
it was seized and taken from the defend- 
ant’s possession by virtue of a writ of 
attachment. 

It was held that the defense was not 
a good one for the reason that it did not 
appear that either the plaintiff or the 
bank was a party to the proceedings in 
which the cotton was seized, and the 
further reason that the receipts had not 
been surrendered to the defendant or 
their negotiation enjoined, and under a 
Mississippi statute goods for which a 
negotiable receipt has been issued can- 
not be attached until either of these 
things has been done. The matter is 
more fully discussed in the following 


dl 


paragraphs quoted from the Court’s 
opinion: 

“When the appellant (plaintiff) be- 
came the holder of the receipts for the 
cotton it acquired such title to the cotton 
as the person negotiating the receipts 
to it had the ability to convey, and it 
became the appellee’s (defendant’s) duty 
to hold possession of the cotton for him 
‘as fully as if’ it ‘had contracted directly 
with him.’ Section 41, ¢. 218, Laws 1920 
(Hemingway’s Supplement of 1921, Sec. 
795701). At common law a ‘bailee is ex- 
cused from returning the subject matter 
of the bailment where the goods are 
taken from him by authority of law ex- 
ercised through regular and valid pro- 
ceedings,’ of which the bailee had made 
a reasonable effort to notify him. 6 C. J. 
1141, 40 Cyc. 443; 3 R. C. L. 89; Morti- 
more vs. Ragsdale, 62 Miss. 86. Since 
the plea does not aver that the appellant 
had notice of the proceeding in which 
the cotton was seized, or that the ap- 
pellee made any effort to notify him 
thereof, it would seem that it presents 
no defense even at common law. , 


“But be that as it may, the case is 
controlled by the Uniform Warehouse 
Receipts Act, which appears as Chapter 
218, Laws 1920 (Chapter 186A Heming- 
way’s Code Supplement of 1921, Sec. 
7957j, 7957k and 7957y). The appellee 
became liable to the appellant for a con- 
version of the cotton when it surrendered 
the possession thereof to the officer who 
served the writ of attachment without 
taking up and canceling the receipts is- 
sued therefor. 


“Under Section 25 goods for which a 
negotiable receipt has been issued ‘can- 
not thereafter, while in the possession of 
the warehouseman, be attached by gar- 
nishment or otherwise, or be levied up- 
on under an execution, unless the re- 
ceipt be first surrendered to the ware- 
houseman, or its negotiation enjoined.’ 
The writ of attachment therefore con- 
ferred no authority on the officer serv- 
ing it to seize the cotton until the re- 
ceipts therefor issued by the appellee had 
been surrendered or their negotiation 
enjoined; consequently the seizure of 
the cotton by him was a mere trespass 
to which the appellee should not have 
acceded. If the seizure was made over 
the appellee’s protest, it should have 
interposed a claim for the cotton in the 
proceeding in which the attachment 
writ was issued, which claim under the 
statute must have been allowed by the 
Court.” ra 


Inspection of Equipment 


Aer in a bill of lading which 

requires the shipper to inspect the 
carrier’s equipment and to assume the 
risk of any loss caused by defects in the 
equipment is invalid. Such a clause re- 
quires the shipper to assume the risk of 
loss due to the carrier’s own negligence 
in failing to inspect its equipment. 
(Coustaline vs. Louisiana Ry. & Nav. 
Co., Supreme Court of Louisiana, 98 So. 
Rep. 81.)

“I suppose you're selling a lot more 
papers on account of the folks who buy 
them in order not to miss any of our 
ads.” 

The newspaper man would think that 
the warehouseman was crazy. 

Now, this is not a new idea. 


F a storage or transfer advertise- 

ment isn’t interesting it isn’t read. 

If it isn’t read the money paid out 
for the space is wasted. Suppose that a 
warehouseman were to go to the circula- 
tion manager of a newspaper and say 
to him: 


But it 
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One of the most striking suggestions 
made in regard to the necessity of hav- 
ing advertisements interesting was made 
before a group of advertising men in 
Philadelphia by G. Lynn Sumner. After 
he had asked his hearers to assume that 
they had contracted for space in the 
local newspapers, Mr. Sumner, as re- 
ported by Printers’ Ink, pointed out a 
situation that is faced by every ware- 
houseman as well as by other business 
men: 

“Remember this: the people who buy 
that paper will buy it for one definite 
purpose—to get the news. And it will 
be full of news. Your copy will be in 
direct competition for attention with all 
the reports of the most dramatic events 
that the community and the world have 
experienced in the past twenty-four 
hours. 

“Let us follow that idea of the drama 
for a moment. The pages of your news- 
paper are really nothing more or less 
than a succession of stages upon which 
will be played tomorrow a succession of 
dramatic offerings. There are twenty 
to fifty stages arrayed side by side. The 
audience is the whole public who reads 
that newspaper—10,000 or 50,000 or 
100,000 in as many seats. They have 
bought tickets of admission by purchas- 
ing that paper and are ready to see the 
show. 

“One of these stages you have rented 
for the day and on that stage you are 
to present your offering, and if you are 
to attract and interest that audience you 
must present something as gripping and 
interesting and moving as the adjacent 
stages provide.” 


ADVERTISING 


That sounds like a pretty large order, 
doesn’t it? 

In fact, it’s a bit dismaying to think 
that you have to compete with some of 
the big news happenings for the reader’s 
attention. But, fortunately, it isn’t the 
size of the event that counts in getting 
the readers’ interest. The nearer it is 
to them, the more personal it is to them, 
the more important it seems. 

A single paragraph about the theft 
of the silverware from her home is 
bigger news to the average woman than 
three columns about an earthquake on 
the other side of the globe. 


The Other Fellow’s Viewpoint 


Therefore, the thing that, above all 
else, makes storage and transfer adver- 
tising interesting to people who may be 
prospective customers, is to show an 
understanding of their viewpoints. This 
was best illustrated by Tim Thrift, who 
told the old story of the horse that 
strayed away and could not be found 
until a feeble-minded boy came along 
and offered to find it. 

“The boy came back in a short time 
with the animal, and when questioned as 
to how he found it replied, ‘Well, I just 
thought where I’d ruther be if I was a 
horse, and I went there, and there he 
were.’ 

“There is considerable food for 
thought in this simple-minded boy’s 
answer, for if copy-writers would take 
more time to put themselves in the pros- 
pect’s place they would be more success- 
ful in finding the prospects.” 
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If the warehouse or transfer adver- 
tisement is to be interesting, the head- 
line is an important feature; it must 
invite the reader’s attention. The best 
headlines are those which excite the 
curiosity or tedse the fancies of the 
reader, according to definitions of ad- 
vertising authorities. 

When you get people curious about 
the headline you have them well on the 
way to reading further into the adver- 
tisement. Satisfying a healthy curi- 
osity or answering a question which has 
been raised in the mind of the reader 
by the headline is regarded as the foun- 
dation of an interesting advertisement 
by most advertising men. 

But why is this? 

Well, if the advertisement raises a 
question in the reader’s mind and then 
answers that question, the reader does 
not feel so strongly that her time has 
been wasted by someone who is trying to 
sell her a service. 


This meets the need that was pointed 
out by one advertising expert—that 
whoever wrote an advertisement should 
recognize the necessity of providing for 
the reader something in return for the 
time demanded of her when she read the 
message. 


Yes, warehouse and transfer advertis- 
ing should be interesting. 

In fact, it should be planned to get 
attention from the kind of an audi- 
ence once pictured in Printers’ Ink, by 
P. K. Marsh: 


“One-third of the audience is half- 
asleep, the second third is in a hurry, 
and the third third highly uninterested.” 


Why Not Capitalize Seasonally the Customer’s 


Storage Requirements? 


] T was an unusually large moving van 
that the two old fellows were looking 
at. 

“Splendid piece of work, John?” 

“Indeed it is, but if it were mine I 
would use the sides for advertising pur- 
poses!” 

“Well, isn’t there enough of advertis- 
ing on there now?” 

“No. The same advertisement is there 
that you find the entire year. At this 
time of the year it should be changed, 
and it can be done with linen as a back- 
ground.” 

“Well, what change would you make?” 

“I am not in the business, but I’ve 
been through the warehouse of the com- 
pany which operates this van and I 
know that they have a splendid cold 
storage plant, and the storage man who 
does not acquaint the public of the fact 
that he has a first class cold storage 
department for the storage of furs is 
overlooking some timely revenue.” 

“I don’t quite follow you!”

“With the coming of summer the moth 
arrives and if there is anything the 
moth likes better than strawberry short 
cake it is furs, and the finer the fur 
the more they eat. The most secure 
way to prevent the moth from eating 
these furs is to place the furs out of 
reach, and that place is a cold storage 
room. Not only does the chill of the 
room exclude Mr. and Mrs. Moth, but 
it keeps the furs clean of all dust and 
they are ready in a moment to be worn.” 

“Why, everybody ought to know that 
and take advantage of it!” 

“No, everybody does not know that— 
and many who do, do not stop to think, 
merely whipping off the costly garments 
and forgetting them in their hunt for 
warm weather pleasure. They pay for 
the oversight when the cold days come 
again. Now, if I was operating this 
van I would carry an advertisement 
something like this: 


“Summer Is Coming 


“*With summer come the moths. 


Store all your winter furs in our cold 
storage warehouse. It Keeps them 
clean, and is a guarantee that a moth 
cannot touch them, 


“ “Attention Ladies 
“You love your furs. So does the 


moth. Let us keep your furs in our 
cold storage rooms during the moth 
season and they will be returned to 
you without any moth scars. The 


cost is reasonable. 

“Delay Is Dangerous 

_ “Don’t lay aside your handsome 
furs and say, “I'll put them away to- 
morrow.” Send for us at once and 
let us put them in our cold storage 
room and they are safe from moths 
and dust.’ ”’ 

“Yes, you have the idea, and if the 
storage folks would adopt the idea, they 
would get a good business, have many 
satisfied customers; and, of course, giv- 
ing satisfaction in one line of the busi- 
ness would open the road to others and 
in time insure a general good business.” 

What the old fellow had to say is 
all true. Folks forget, or never think, 
and it is our duty to remind them in 
season. Do it now—and that means 
before the moth arrives. 
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How the Use of Demountable Bodies 


Kqualizes Warehouse Hauling 


By PHILIP L. SNIFFIN 
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HERE are few warehousemen who have not seen 
their vans loaded and yet standing idle on the 
street waiting for platform space at the warehouse 
to unload. There is not a warehouseman who has not 


turned away orders in the rush season. Therefore what 
some warehouse concerns have accomplished with re- 
movable vans will certainly be of interest to those who 
are facing this idle time problem at the present time. 

The principle of the demountable body is based on the 
fact that the first step toward truck efficiency is to oper- 
ate the trucks as many hours in the year as possible. 
One hundred per cent efficiency along this line is prac- 
tically unattainable in the majority of cases. Time must 
be taken off for holidays, and vehicles are more or less 
certain to require attention in the repair shop. 

These are, however, fleets averaging 345 days a year, 
and many of these vehicles are working twelve hours a 
day. The repair work in these cases has to be done be- 
tween operating hours, mostly at nights, in addition to 
the two or three weeks for an annual overhaul. 

Quite a lot of trucking is now done at night time, espe- 
cially inter-city work, and numbers of concerns operate 
their vehicles on double shifts. This is not always pos- 


sible, however, for deliveries cannot be made except to 
suit the convenience of other people, who probably con- 
fine their activities to eight hours a day. Thus, although 
motor trucks are capable of being operated twenty-four 
hours a day, advantage cannot be taken of the economy 
this affords, for reasons beyond the control of the truck 
owner. 

The majority of truck operators would be astounded 
if they realized exactly what they are getting from their 
trucks as motor vehicles. In a full working day, the 
idle time of trucks varies from 77.2 per cent to 27.8 per 
cent. In a day of nine hours, that is, the trucks are 
standing idle from 6.9 hours to 2.5 hours. On an aver- 
age, therefore, trucks which are supposed to be working 
nine hours a day are only in actual operation 4.2 hours. 

Taking an average, then, between a possible 345 days 
a year and a common figure of 250 days, we find that 
many trucks work only 297 days of 4.2 hours or an 
equivalent of 141 full working days. 

The function of a motor truck is to transport freight. 
Why, therefore, should it not be engaged in transport- 
ing freight for the greatest proportion of its working 
time instead of less than half that time? 


In the United States a logical develop-

TNDOUBTEDLY the greatest single 
cause of loss of time is loading and 
unloading. In some cases, however, the 
greatest loss is due to wasted time at 
freight yards and wharves. A _ 5-ton 
truck should be earning at least $25 a | 
day, yet in far too many instances it is 
for half or more of its working time be- 
ing used as a storage platform. That 
is why it pays to install rapid loadinz 
and unloading devices. 

Three dollars a day (representing one 
hour of the truck’s time) will pay the 
interest on a very big investment in such 
equipment.

Practically all railroad companies 
have designed their own demountable 
body equipment along standard lines to 
encourage the use of the method by 
those who use motor trucks in conjunc- 
tion with railroad hauling. 

The “fiat” bottom largely used in the 
English cotton districts for the convey- 
ance of cotton goods is a typical example 


of special equipment designed to facili- 
tate trans-shipment. These flats carry 
three to four tons when loaded with 
bales of cloth or raw cotton. In the 
former case they are covered with linen 
sheets to prevent soiling and then with 
tarpaulins to keep the materia! dry. The 
flat bottoms with their loads are trans- 
ferred bodily from trucks to open freight 
cars, and vice versa.

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Container Plan Has Success 


XPERIMENTS conducted recently 

by large department stores show 
that the body container (an adaptation 
of the demountable body idea) is a prac- 
tical method of eliminating sidewalk 
loading and the usual traffic difficulties 
of a loading platform. 

The container is a unit in itself, 
mounted on ball bearing wheels which 
slides on and off the truck chassis. The 
results of the experiments in the retail 
store field show without doubt that there 
are practical advantages in this plan 
that may be extended to the storage 
warehouse business. 

An account of the experience of Saks 
& Co., New York City department store, 
with the use of container units will be 
interesting as an example of how the 
plan works and what it offers to the 
storage field. 

This company has equipped its 34 de- 
livery cars, 12 electrics and 22 gas 
trucks with containers manufactured by 
the Perin-Walsh Co., Boston. This type 
of container is a galvanized iron wire 
mesh wheeler closed on two sides, back 
and top and with a front that can be 
opened by means of a sliding gate. 

This container is mounted on four 
ball-bearing wheels, the front two of 
which are stationary, the rear two 
swivel. The back of this container is 
equipped with two heavy handles for 
pushing and also has an iron tailboard 
fastened to the bottom. 

When the driver has sorted his pack- 
ages in the basement delivery depart- 
ment the container is pushed into the 
elevator and is lifted up one story to the 
loading platform, which is a few feet 
above the street level where the con- 
tainer is loaded into the back of the 
truck. After the container is locked 
in the truck, the truck door is lowered 
and locked, thus obviating loading of the 
truck on the sidewalk and in addition

enabling the drivers to sort their loads 
inside the building both summer and 
winter. 

There are two elevators to two loading 
platforms, each of which has parking 
space for one truck. This parking space 
is behind the building line and occupies 
a space 19 feet wide by 20 feet deep, or 
380 square feet. 

When the driver has finished sorting 
his load into his container he leaves it 
with the boy in the basement and pro- 
ceeds upstairs to the sidewalk, backs 
his truck up to the loading platform, 
flashes his route number and the proper 
container comes up and is put into his 
vehicle. 

Should the driver have a load of 
trunks sold at retail, the lower panel 
door is left folded back and the tail- 
board of the container is lowered and 
used to carry the trunks. 

It takes only one minute from the time 
the truck backs into the platform until 
the container has been brought up on the 
elevator, pushed into the truck, and the 
load is under way for its particular 
route. 

The dimensions of this container are 
42% inches in width, 82% inches in 
length, and 57% inches in height overall. 
Each container weighs approximately 
415 lbs. The maximum load is approxi- 
mately 1000 pounds or 450 bundles. 


Types of Demountable Equipment 


FE*HE warehouse owner who is consid- 

ering the installation of some form 
of time-saving loading and unloading 
method should consider the following 
four separate types available: 

1. The roller type demountable bodies. 
These are complete bodies, mounted on 
rollers to permit easy transfer to differ- 
ent parts of the building. Equipment of 
this type is manufactured by the 
Ideal Truck Equipment Co. of Chicago 
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and by the Perin-Roloff Co. of Boston. 

2. The hoist type demountable bodies. 
These are also complete bodies coordi- 
nated with special electric hoisting equip- 
ment which removes the body at the load- 
ing platform. It is reported that the 
Riker-Hegeman Co., New York City, and 
the Curtis Publishing (Co., Philadelphia, 
have used this type of demountable body 
with successful results. 

3. The unit container. This type is 
similar to the roller demountable body 
except that it is not a complete truck 
body in itself. The container fits on the 
truck within an outside fixed enclosure, 
being rolled on tracks which lock the 
body on the floor of the truck in transit. 

4. The tractor trailer or tractor semi- 
trailer equipment. This type operates as 
follows: 


When the tractor and trailer pulls in 
at a station the loaded trailer is un- 
coupled by the driver directly from his 
seat, and is left to be unloaded. The 
driver then picks up the loaded trailer 
awaiting him at that station and pulls 
out. In the case of a truck, the truck 
would have to be unloaded and then re- 
loaded, which would take considerable 
time and involve additional handling of 
the goods, as the load for the truck would 
have to be assembled on or near the load- 
ing platform. In the case of the trailer 
there is always one standing at the sta- 
tion so that the load can be assembled 
directly on it instead of on the platform. 
Thus one handling is eliminated. 


In the field of general handling which 
combines motor truck hauling with rail- 
road hauling there has been a consider- 
able amount of controversy between ad- 
vocates of the demountable body plan 
and the tractor-trailer plan. A number 
of comparative experiments are now 
under way and it is hoped that the re- 
sults of them may be reported completely 
in a later issue of Distribution & Ware- 
housing.

Constructive Legislation of Past Two Years Aids Highway De- 
velopment, Reduces Excise Taxes and Provides Broader 
Penalties for Thefts from Common Carriers 


gress of the United States has come to a close and 
with it a period of notable achievement in the form of 
constructive statutes designed to benefit the nation’s 
motor truck and passenger car users and, through them, 


ie two-year legislative life of the Sixty-eighth Con- 


the country at large. 


Few sessions of Congress have written less legisla- 
tion than did the Sixty-eighth. There were enacted into 
law only 631 bills out of 18,334 bills and resolutions in- 
troduced, yet among the measures finally signed may 
be listed, as being of interest to truck owners, the fol- 


lowing: 


Ty HE Federal Aid Act authorized the 
appropriation of $75,000,000 annual- 
ly for two years for main highways, 
and $7,500,000 annually for two years 
for forest roads and trails. These 
funds were made available for the fiscal 
years 1926 and 1927. 

This legislation was enacted in re- 
sponse to a genuine, deep-seated na- 
tional demand which came to the Sena- 
tors and Representatives from their con- 
tact with their constituents and through 
their own observations of the nation’s 
needs while driving in their districts. 
It came from Governors and State and 
loéal officials, from women, farmers and 
business men alike, and while there was 
heard a rumble of protest from Con- 
necticut and Pennsylvania and New 
York, whose Senators still persist in the 
fetish that the East pays the nation’s 
tax bill, the vote was decisive, as it al- 
ways had been since Federal Aid began. 


Excise Taxes 


HE drive for a reduetion in the Fed- 

eral excise taxes was a coalition 
affair participated in by all of the repre- 
sentatives of organized motordom and 
officials of the great national farm or- 
ganizations, who were directly interested 
because of the fact that nearly one- 
third of the cars of the country are used 
by farmers. 

Refused favorable consideration by 
the majority party, the proponents of 
reduction carried their fight to the 
country, where they secured an enor- 
mous support, and in the closing hours 
of the tax debate the House reduced the 
levy on tires, parts and accessories from 
5 to 2% per cent and exempted all 
trucks having a wholesale chassis value 
of less than $1,000 and all truck bodies 
of less than $200. 

The Senate later went a step further, 
entirely eliminating the levies on tires, 


departments. 


parts and accessories, but these were 
restored in conference and consequently 
remain on the statute books at 2% per 
cent. 

While the victory was not large in 
actual sums saved when taken in com- 
parison with the total revenues derived 
by the Government from these levies, it 
was large in its portent for the future, 
constituting as it did at the finish a 
clean-cut recognition of the motor in- 
dustry’s contention that these Federal 
excise levies, like all other war-time 
taxes, are an unfair burden which should 
be removed as rapidly as revenue needs 
will permit. 

The fight on these sections will be 
renewed at the next session and with the 
public statements of the administration 
leaders, Senator Smoot and Congress- 
man Green, that the taxes should be 
eliminated, as starting points, the truck 
owner may be hopeful that the time of 
final elimination is not far off. In seek- 
ing this objective, however, the point is 
not lost sight of that there are other 
excise taxes still on the books which are 
equally obnoxious to those who must pay 
them. Nor is it forgotten that the first 
principle of taxation is to leave those 
levies on the law books which create the 
least resistance. 


Other Measures 


The amendments to the Dyer Anti- 
Theft Act, which covers the punishment 
of criminals caught stealing cars in in- 
terstate commerce, Eroaden the provi- 
sions to include penalties for thefts from 
common carrier motor vehicles, a needed 
change in view of the increasing uses 
of the highways for interstate purposes. 

The appropriations for the work of 
the Bureau of Foreign and Domestic 
Commerce and the Bureau of Standards 
enabled continuance of the basic eco- 


1. Reduction in the discriminatory motor excise taxes. 

2. Further appropriations for Federal highway aid. 

3. Extension of provisions of Dyer anti-theft law. 

4. Appropriations for Automotive Division, Depart- 
ment of Commerce. 

5. Appropriations for automotive research by Bureau 
of Standards, Department of Commerce. 

6. Continued distribution of war material to highway 


Aside from this affirmative action scores of bills were 
rejected which would have tended to impose artificial 
or unsound restrictions upon truck and car users. 


nomic and physical research which is 
being done by the Department and 
which is too well known to require more 
than passing notice here. 

One of the last acts signed by the 
President was the Reece-Capper bill, 
which provided for the allocation of 100 
tractors and 1000 motor trucks from the 
War Department to the Department of 
Agriculture for use in highway develop- 
ment. This is the last of a series of 
measures of this type which were 
initiated shortly after the end of the 
World War. Up to the end of the last 
fiscal year, June 30, 1924, there had 
been 35,395 motor vehicles, most of them 
trucks, so distributed, aggregating al- 
most $97,000,000 in value. Spare parts 
valued at $23,500,000 and other road 
equipment bring the value of the entire 
allotment to $241,000,000. 

In addition to these bills, there were 
several small bills providing for the 
purchase of motor equipment in small 
lots here and there by various depart- 
ments. Incidentally, Congress joined the 
gas tax adherents by passing a _ two- 
cent levy for residents in the District 
of Columbia. 

Passing to the “look ahead” stage, 
it may be anticipated that taxation and 
railroad transportation measures will 
be the chief issues under consideration 
at the next session directly affecting 
truck owners. 

In addition, however, the question of 
Federal motor regulation will be con- 
sidered. The recent Supreme Court 
decisions have apparently left a limited 
field of motor vehicle operation outside 
the range of State control and there will 
unquestionably be pressure for legisla- 
tion designed to cover this situation, 
either through direct Federal control or 
through legislation permitting the 
States to act.

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Pennsylvania Furniture

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Insurance Discussed 


A T the March meeting of the Pennsyl- 
+4Avania Furniture Warehousemen’s As- 
sociation, held in Philadelphia, Walter 
E. Sweeting, chairman of the insurance 
committee, read a letter from Samuel 
W. McCulloch, State Insurance Com- 
missioner, to the effect that the transit 
policy offered by Cass & Johansing, Los 
Angeles—a form of coverage endorsed 
some time ago by the National Furniture 
Warehousemen’s Association—do not in 
any way conflict with Pennsylvania laws 
and that there would be no objection to 
such contracts being issued. Mr. Mce- 
Culloch added: 


“Tt will be necessary, of course, for 
the agents who countersign the policies, 
etc., to be licensed to represent the com- 
pany.” 

Mr. Sweeting called attention to the 
fact that a warehouse company must 
first obtain a license as an insurance 
broker in order to write this coverage. 
A number of members present stated 
that local representatives of the State 
Insurance Department at Harrisburg 
had refused such licenses to warehouse 
companies on the ground that they were 
not exclusively in the business of selling 
insurance. Mr. Sweeting said he had 
wired a representative of Cass & Johan- 
sing informing him of this phase of 
the situation. 

The meeting was addressed by How- 
ard F. Tierney, representing the Home 
Insurance Co., who discussed the transit 
coverage policy offered by that company. 
The Home policy also has been endorsed 
by the N. F. W. A. 

Robert Wallace, reporting as chair- 
man of the purchasing committee, an- 
nounced that plans were under way for 
providing the members with an oppor- 
tunity to buy various supplies on a co- 
operative basis and thus effect lower 
costs. 

The association voted to abandon the 
usual fish dinner in May and the yearly 
outing in August and hold this year in- 
stead an outing on some Saturday in 
June. 
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Massachusetts Warehouse- 
men’s Association 
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Legislation 


T(.HE Massachusetts Warehousemen’s 

Association has been given permission 
to withdraw House Bill No. 506, peti- 
tioned for by the organization before 
the Massachusetts Legislation. The bill 
was intended to amend the Uniform 
Warehouse Receipt Act. 

Two other measures, House Bills 173 
and 316, in which Massachusetts stor- 
age executives are interested, have been 
referred to the next annual session of 
the Legislature. They relate to per- 
sonal taxation of property mortgaged, 
pledged or consigned. As a result of 
activity by the Massachusetts Ware- 
housemen’s Association the bills have 
been amended so as to exclude property 
in the possession of common carriers and 
public warehouses.

VALUABLE talk on lubrication of 
‘\ motor trucks by one of the lubrica- 
tion engineers of the Standard Oil Com- 
pany of California, and appointment of 
committees by the newly elected first 
vice-president of the organization, 'H. B. 
Lyon, Oakland, Cal., featured the March 
banquet and meeting of the central divi- 
sion of the Pacific Coast Furniture Ware- 
housemen’s Association, at the Golden 
Lion Café, Oakland, on March 7. The 
attendance included two guests from the 
southern division, C. J. Neal and Milo 
W. Bekins, both of Los Angeles. 


Vice-president Lyon called on Mr. 
Neal, who responded by sounding a 
warning to furniture warehousemen of 
the Pacific Coast. 


“Eastern warehousemen coming to the 
Coast,” he said, “soon find that associa- 
tion activities, friendships and coopera- 
tion are especially strong and valuable 
here. I believe that association work 
will of necessity become stronger and 
closer in the East in the very near 
future. We are on a sliding market, 
and, whereas, furniture warehousing has 
been on the up-grade since 1915, a de- 
cline in storage has begun in the East. 
Association ties, cooperation and fel- 
lowship soon will be put to the test in 
the trials of a lowering market. Men 
who came into this industry in 1915, or 
before, and built their warehouses at 
that period of abnormally low construc- 
tion costs, can afford to do business at 
lower rates than the men who entered 
the business since 1920, and who have 
since erected buildings when construction 
costs have been abnormally high. 


“This approaching condition will test 
to the utmost the relations, friendships, 
fidelity and cooperation of the members 
of the furniture warehousemen’s asso- 
ciations, which are particularly strong 
on the Pacific coast. Whatever comes, 
we must hold fast to our associations, 
for the reason, if for no other, that they 
have advanced and developed our indus- 
try more in a few years than it could 
have been advanced in half a century 
without them.” 

Milo Bekins spoke of the Round Table 
luncheon held by the warehousemen of 
Los Angeles at noon of every Monday, 
and invited members of the central divi- 
sion to attend whenever in Los Angeles. 
H. B. Holt, San Francisco, was elected 
secretary-treasurer, and Reed J. Bekins, 
San Francisco, purchasing agent, for the 
central division. 


A power-spray method of moth-proof- 
ing rugs, tapestries and other cloths was 
discussed by a representative of the 
manufacturer. Announcement was made 
that this company is prepared to moth- 
proof rugs and other similar materials in 
the home of the customer prior to trans- 
portation to the warehouse, and that, 
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further, there is some probability of rug 
and carpet manufacturers applying this 
treatment to their products, thereby 
eliminating, in the future, one of the 
troubles of the furniture warehousemen. 

Chairman Lyon appointed the follow- 
ing committees: 

Insurance, also to act as arbitration 
committee in case of disputes with in- 
surance companies: Abe Bekins, A. J. 
Becker and William Corbett; traffic, Tom 
Shank, Adolph Blum, F. L. Allen; legis- 
lature, Warren Burgess, Reed J. Bekins, 
and Harry Dawson. 

A representative of the Associated In- 
dustries Insurance Corporation, whose 
plan was indorsed and urged upon the 
membership by the Catalina convention, 
spoke on the service offered by the cor- 
poration. This is a direct-participating 
stock insurance covering compensation 
and liability risks, and the company, or- 
ganized in California, is composed of 
prominent industrial, commercial and 
professional men throughout the State. 
There is no assessment liability and the 
plan is claimed to comprise all the ad- 
vantages of State, mutual or ordinary- 
stock policies. All premiums not used 
for losses and for administering the in- 
surance economically are returned in 
dividends to policy holders. The stock- 
holders receive only the interest income 
from investment of capital, surplus and 
reserves. The idea is said to be new in 


warehousing insurance.

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New York Furniture 
Warehousemen’s Assoc. 
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The Labor Situation 


‘I. WO phases of relation between stor- 

- age companies and labor organiza- 
tions were touched upon in motions 
adopted at the March meeting of the 
New York Furniture Warehousemen’s 
Association. 

Under one resolution it was voted to 
be “the sense of this meeting that no 
attempt should be made, directly or in- 
directly, to encroach upon the liberty of 
those of our employees who prefer to 
deal directly with their employers.” 


Under the other motion, it was voted 
to oppose “entering into an agreement 
with the American Federation of Labor 
or the new Union” organized locally. 


The transportation committee—A. J. 
Morgan, chairman—presented a detailed, 
report covering five subjects: Truck 
overloading; operation of companies not 
having public cartmen’s licenses; a pro- 
posal that the association join the com- 
mercial truck division of the American 
Automobile Association; railroad bills 
of lading, and routing of carload ship- 
ments by warehousemen. 


Under the first it was brought out 
that the State Vehicle Bureau’s cam- 
paign to institute inspection is directed 
chiefly against dump truck operators and 
not against furniture warehousemen. 
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Under the second it was voted to have 
the committee report to the municipal 
license bureau cases of moving vans op- 
erating without public cartmen’s licenses. 

Under the third, action toward joining 
the A. A. A. was deferred. 

Under the fourth it was decided to fur- 
nish each association member with a cor- 
rect copy of the bill of lading form rec- 
ommended by the committee. The lat- 
ter’s recommendation reads: 

“Railroad bills of lading should be en- 
tirely in the name of the principal, but 
this can be accomplished only when 
freight charges are prepaid. Some 
warehouses follow this procedure exclu- 
sively, while a more common practice is 
to guarantee freight charges, depending 
upon carrier to protect their interest and 
collect from consignee. In such cases 
where freight charges are not prepaid, 
your committee sees the necessity of 
the warehouseman making the bill of 
lading complete in the name of the prin- 
cipal and showing himself as agent, and, 
if he desires to guarantee freight 
charges, his guarantee may then prop- 
erly appear on the bill of lading, or, as 
a matter of fact, if he wishes to guar- 
antee charges without his name appear- 
ing as agent of the principal, the carriers 
will no doubt accept such guarantee 
where accustomed to do so. 

“The foregoing recommendation ap- 
plies to shipments on straight bills of 
lading. Where the warehouseman de- 
sires to exercise control over shipment 
for protection of outstanding charges or 
other reasons, the usual form of order 
bill of lading may still be used.” 

Under the fifth subject the commit- 
tee recommended that complete routing 
on carload shipments should be indi- 
cated on the bill of lading, the com- 
mittee explaining: 

“Such routing has several advantages, 
the principal of which is that, where 
shipping warehouseman has knowledge 
of the lines over which the car is mov- 
ing, he is in a position effectively to trace 
a car through the medium of the lines 
over which the car is moving.” 

The Franklin Fireproof Warehouses, 
mn Brooklyn, was elected to member- 
ship.

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Master Policy Covers Compensation Risks of Coast 


Furniture Warehousemen 


Plan Operates to Return the Underwriting Profit to Policy 
Holders Through Dividends at Expiration of Policies 


By H. H. DUNN 


HE Pacific Coast Furniture Warehousemen’s Asso- 
ciation has adopted, as a body, a plan of compensation 
insurance which the household goods storage execu- 
tives of that section believe will cover all their risks under 
one master policy. In the public warehouse industry the 
risk of injury to employees in the course of their daily 
work is a risk of the employer, irrespective of negligence, 
and the cost of insurance to protect this liability is no 
small item of the total overhead. This expense is figured 
on a percentage of payroll and is therefore an additional 
labor cost over and above the prevailing wage rate. 
Looking about for a uniform method of handling this 
problem, the Pacific Coast organization appointed some 
time ago a representative committee, headed by H. E. 
Lyon of Oakland, to study the whole compensation in- 
surance question in general and the sectional situation in 


suggested for the Coast situation were sifted down to 
three—State insurance, reciprocal insurance, and partici- 
pating stock insurance. 

After hearings covering nearly a year at which repre- 
sentatives of these three methods appeared in person at 
each sitting of the committee, the latter decided that the 
plan of the Associated Industries Insurance Corporation 
offered the best protection and service at minimum cost. 
Recommendation was made by the committee to the asso- 
ciation that this form of compensation coverage be ap- 
proved by the organization and uniformly used by the 
members. 

The association took this action and, inasmuch as this 
method of maintaining compensation insurance is not in 
general use by the members of any other warehousing 
association, an explanation of its operation may be of value 





detail. 


HE company chosen by the Pacific 

Coast body writes its business direct, 
eliminating agency and brokerage com- 
missions and the agency and brokerage 
influence on its selection of risks. It 
operates under a plan whereby all the 
undérwriting profit is returned to the 
policy holders through dividends at the 
expiration of the policy. The stock 
holders, who have financed the company, 
and thereby enabled it to issue policies 
which are absolutely non-assessable, are 
remunerated only through the income 
from the company’s investments. The 
corporation is a strictly California stock 
insurance company, financed by Cali- 
fornians, and it is backed by reinsurance 
through American companies with com- 
bined assets of approximately $40,000,- 
000. The management of the company, 
including C. W. Fellows, president, is 
virtually the management of the origi- 
nal State Fund Insurance, operated by 
the State of California, and still in 
existence. 

The method of utilization of this 
insurance by the furniture warehouse- 
men is comparatively simple. The Pa- 
cific Coast Furniture Warehousemen’s 
Association goes into a master policy, 
issued for all the association member- 
ship, each employer’s name being added 
to this master policy, as his previous 
insurance expires; thus, the compensa- 
tion insurance for the entire association 
is treated as a single risk. 

Dividend savings ordinarily fluctuate 
under this plan, the risk dividend vary- 
ing over or under the average for all 


After inquiry had been made some fifteen plans 


risks, dependent upon the size of the 
risk and the experience. 

The treatment of the entire member- 
ship as one risk provides a_ strong 
probability that a saving will be made 
somewhat above the average for other 
and individual policy-holders. This is 
especially true, if, as officers of the 
P. C. F. W. A. and insurance experts 
have contended, the legal rates are ex- 
cessive for the hazards of furniture 
warehousemen. 


Accurate Data for Future 


Members of the Coast association feel 
also that they have acquired another 
distinct and considerable advantage by 
the handling of the entire membership 
in one group, through the availability 
of loss-experience immediately and per- 
petually at one source. This enables 
officers of the organization to appear be- 
fore the rate-making authorities with 
accurate, late and authoritative figures 
whenever rate changes are proposed, or 
when exorbitant rate increases are 
sought. 

In the past, the furniture warehouse- 
men, as well as other branches of the 
warehousing industry, have been more 
or less at the mercy of whoever wanted 
to “monkey” with insurance rates, or 
to revise them upward. 

In the plan adopted by the Pacific 
Coast Association each member is 
charged the legal experience rate ap- 
plicable to his risk, and collections are 
made direct from each members cov- 


to furniture warehousemen throughout the country. 


ered. The member is furnished with an 
official cover in the form of an insur- 
ance certificate, and he reports his acci- 
dents directly to the insurance company. 

The master policy now includes those 
members whose insurance expired since 
the arrangement was made, and the 
others are being added as their previous 
insurance terminates, so that they never 
are left uncovered. 

It is admittedly necessary to the suc- 
cess of this plan that virtually all mem- 
bers of the association cooperate, in or- 
der to bring about maximum economy as 
well as effect the collection of complete 
and accurate statistics on the total loss- 
costs of the members. Thus virtually 
complete experience-risk charts can be 
maintained and rates reduced to the low- 
est possible figure in group insurance. 

It is interesting to note that the in- 
surance committee of the P. C. F. W. A. 
reached its selection through a process: 
of elimination, after long consideration 
of the several forms of compensation 
insurance proposed. 

Reciprocal insurance was rejected be- 
cause of the assessment liability and the 


necessity of granting unlimited author-. 


ity to a single individual through power 
of attorney. 

State insurance, though it also pro- 
vides dividend savings, was rejected be- 
cause-a large majority of the furniture 
warehousemen are opposed to encourag- 
ing the spread of the principle of Gov- 
ernment ownership of business, or of 
any further interference by Government 
in business.

\] EW safeguards have been introduced 
iN into the operation of warehouses 
licensed under the Federal Warehouse 
Act by an arrangement requiring all 
licensed cotton warehousemen to have 
their receipts printed on a specially pre- 
pared paper bearing a special design. 
Receipt forms are _ obtainable only 
through a printer who has entered into 
a contract and filed a bond with the De- 
partment of Agriculture. Under this 
contract he is obligated not to print 
licensed warehouse receipts except on 
approved orders submitted by warehouse- 
men through Department representa- 
tives. 

The new standardized receipt forms 
give the Department a check on all re- 
ceipts issued by Federally-licensed ware- 
houses and assist it in enforcing the re- 
quirements of the Act. 

Federal warehouse examiners became 
convinced of the need for standardiza- 
tion of receipts when they discovered 
cases in which duplicate receipts cover- 
ing the same commodities had been put 
into the hands of bankers. In one case 
or'ginal receipts were given as security 
one day for a loan, and carbon copies of 
the same receipts were given as security 
for another loan a little later. Both sets 
of receipts were accepted by the same 
bank. This banking institution, more- 
over, was not a small county bank, but 
one of the largest institutions of its 
kind in the country. 


Records Kept of All Receipts 


Such abuses of a Federal warehouse 
receipt are made far less possible under 
the new system of standardized receipt 
forms. A record of all receipts ordered 
and printed is kept by the Department. 
Receipts are carefully checked before 
sent to warehousemen. The paper man- 
ufacturer and the printer are under con- 
tract not to furnish paper of the ap- 
proved design to anyone without an offi- 
cial order. They are required to account 
strictly for all the paper issued. 

In examining a warehouse the Gov- 
ernment’s inspectors are careful to see 
that all original receipts charged against 
the warehouseman are either in the ware- 
house or that a carbon copy is on file 
and that the commodity covered is in the 
warehouse. Should the commodity be 
miss*ng, the original receipt must be 
found in cancelled form in the hands of 
the warehouseman. This system largely 
prevents the possibility of receipts being 
issued without cotton to cover them. 

Warehouse receipt protection under 
the new system of standardized receipt 
forms has reached a point where bankers 
are generally agreed that warehouse re- 
ceipts issued under the Federal Ware- 
house Act are the best kind of bank col- 
lateral for commodity loans, according to 
the Department of Agriculture. The 
printing of receipts through a_ bonded 
printer worked so well with cotton ware- 
housemen last year that a new contract 
has been entered into this year. 

It is planned to extend the system to 
warehouses licensed for practically all 
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commodities with the possible exception 
of grain. Eventually it may be founda 
practicable to include grain warehouses 
in the standardized receipt system. 
The aim is to make Federal warehouse 
receipts easily recognizable by bankers. 
In this undertaking bankers are cor- 
dially supporting the Department. Bank- 
ers’ associations, prominent commercial 
banks, and officials of the Federal Re- 
serve System are all on record as indors- 
ing Federal warehouse receipts. They 
are giving such receipts preference in 
making loans because they represent the 
difference between protected and unpro- 
tected collateral, it is declared by offi- 
cials of the Department of Agriculture. 


Improved warehouse inspection meth- 
ods are preventing the shipment of 
stored commodities out of warehouses 
before the receipts issued against them 
have been returned to the warehouseman. 
Such delivery, according to the Federal 
officials, is not only contrary to sound 
business practices, but is a violation of 
the warehouse act. Nevertheless, they 
declare, some warehousemen seem to 
think they have the right to load com- 
modities covered by pledged receipts, 
and ship them prior to the redemption of 
the receipts. 


“In this opinion,” says a Department 
of Agriculture statement, “they are of 
course not supported by bankers. When 
a bank takes warehouse receipts as col- 
lateral security for a loan it does not 
contemplate giving up the receipts until 
the loan is paid and it naturally sup- 
poses that possession of the _ receipts 
means control of the goods. It has hap- 
pened on more than one occasion, how- 
ever, that bankers holding warehouse 
receipts as security for loans have 
found, when the loans were not paid, that 
the products represented by the receipts 
were missing. Though such cases are 
rare, there is need for vigilance to pre- 
vent them. The penalty may be not only 
cancellation of a warehouse license, but 
criminal prosecution. 

“In its efforts to inforce this require- 
ment of the warehouse Act, the Depart- 
ment has the cooperation of bankers in 
most sections, but there are still some 
bankers who fail to insist that goods 


covered by warehouse receipts shall not , 


be delivered until loans made against 
them have been paid and the receipts 
duly surrendered.”

When the seventh National Flower 
Show was held recently at Kansas City 
the owners of equipment displays and of 
plants and flowers were instructed to bill 
shipments to themselves care of the 
A-B-C Fireproof Warehouse Co. A ma- 
jority of the owners did so. 

The A-B-C company in advance studied 
the plan of the show, figured out the 
best means of entering the grounds, and 
handled incoming and outgoing ship- 
ments before and after the show with a 
minimum of disturbance and confusion.

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BUSH CO. NET INCOME 
WAS SMALLER IN 1924 


T= Bush Terminal Co., New York, 
reports for 1924 gross earnings of 
$8,294,113, against $8,096,883 during 
1923. After allowing for all expenses, 
taxes, interest, depreciation and other 
deductions, the company reports its 1924 
net income as $1,295,291, as compared 
with $1,323,817 for the previous year. 

The net income in 1924, after dividend 
requirements on the preferred stock, was 
equal to $10.01 a share earned on the 
68,889 shares of common stock of $100 
a share par value outstanding. In 1923 
the company reported net income equal 
to $10.62 a share earned on the common 
stock. 

After payment of dividends on all 
classes of stock, a surplus of $345,910 
was reported for 1924, making the profit 
and loss surplus $4,532,071 at the end 
of the year. 

The consolidated balance sheet showed 
net current assets amounting to $3,859,- 
410, against net current liabilities of $3,- 
452,386, leaving working capital of $407,- 
024, against working capital of $428,775 
reported at the end of 1923. 

Irving T. Bush, president of the com- 
pany, in a statement to. stockholders, 
pointed out that a plan for rearrange- 
ment of the company’s capital structure 
may be presented to stockholders soon. 
His statement in part follows: 

“During the period following the war 
the company has passed through a diffi- 
cult period of readjustment which the 
officers feel was closed with the end of 
last year. It is planned to take up again 
the building program which was discon- 
tinued. This will bring into earning va- 
cant property held for purposes of im- 
provement, and should produce increased 
revenue. 

“The directors have had before them 
some plans for a change in the financial 
structure of the company which may re- 
sult in financial advantage to the stock- 
holders. Definite plans have not been 
agreed upon as yet, but it is expected 
their proposals will be submitted to 
stockholders for action at an early meet- 
ing.”

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WILL MEET TO DISCUSS 
WORLD TRADE PROBLEMS 
PREPRESENTATIVES of _ business 


interests of forty nations will as- 
semble at Brussels on June 21 to discuss 
common problems, to consider means of 
facilitating trade between countries and 
to further the adoption and simplification 
of commercial practices for which the 
interchange of goods. The meeting will 
bring together bankers and financiers, 
economists, industrialists and merchants 
many of whom are figures of national 
and not a few of international impor- 
tance. 

The turn their discussion takes and 
the conclusions at which they will arrive 
might not only have a far-reaching effect 
upon business conditions in all countries 
but also a direct bearing upon the course 
ef world affairs within the next few 
years. It was at a similar meeting held 
in Rome two years ago that the prin- 
ciples underlying the Dawes Plan, which 
is now in effect, were adopted. It is 
their purpose to discuss at Brussels 
further steps in the application of this 
plan, the adjustment of remaining rep- 
arations questions and the economic 
rehabilitation of the countries which 
have not yet recovered from the shock 
of war. 


Economic Problems 


In preparation for the discussion a 
survey of world economic conditions is 
now being made by an _ international 
committee of which Fred I. Kent, New 
York, is chairman. Among its members 
are Owen D. Young and Henry M. 
Robinson of the United States. 

In the light of human experience in 
dealing with economic problems growing 
out of the war it is reasonable to assume 
that this method of approach obviates 
the,almost insuperable obstacles that are 
encountered if they are treated as polit- 
ical questions. But there are many 
other economic problems which involve 
the economic welfare of all countries and 
directly affect business activity, and 
‘should be dealt with in the same way. 

The Brussels meeting will be the Third 
General Conference of the International 
Chamber of Commerce. The Chamber 
is the only agency by. which inter- 
national opinion, based upon the experi- 
ence and judgment of business men in 
all countries, can be formulated and 
which can weigh economic questions of 
an international character in the light 
of economic principles and not as sub- 
jects of political controversy. 


Taxation—Finances 


The Brussels Conference will deal 
with many international business ques- 
tions in which American business men 
have an interest. It will attempt to 
formulate principles designed to obviate 
the multiple taxation of business con- 
cerns operating in more than one coun- 
try. The finance group will consider the 
enactment of uniform laws in all coun- 
tries governing the use of the check. 
Another group will take up measures 
for the protection of industrial property; 
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trademarks and patents; a system for 
the enforcement of judgments in foreign 
countries; international aspects of com- 
mercial aviation; transmission of goods 
by parcel post, and the treatment of 
shipping. All of these are questions 
which cannot be dealt with by one coun- 
try. 

The International Chamber is _ or- 
ganized to deal most effectively with 
these problems. Each of the forty coun- 
tries represented in its membership has 
its national committee and has_ the 
privilege of being represented at the 
general headquarters at Paris by a na- 
tional commissioner. 


The Program 


Special questions which will be dis- 
cussed at the Brussels Conference, as 
announced by the American section, in- 
clude the following: 

Double taxation of the same income 
or property in two or more different 
countries. 

Unification of laws governing checks. 

Protection of industrial property. 

Improvement to the system of execu- 
tion of foreign judgments and unifica- 
tion of international bankruptcy laws. 

Definition of the term “commercial 
character” of postal packages. 

A fixed date for Easter as a first step 
in the reform of the calendar. 

Customs discrimination in the grant 
of licenses and methods of verification 
and analysis. 

Commercial aviation. 

Maritime transport. 

The Hague rules affecting the bill of 
lading. 

Railway transport. 

Uniformity of definition of “danger- 
ous merchandise,” and port regulations 
concerning it. 

Motor transport and highway develop- 
ment. |

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ANSON M. TITUS RESIGNS 
FROM QUINCY MARKET CO. 


A NSON M. TITUS, widely known in 
£X% the public storage industry for his 
warehousing cost finding and rate stud- 
ies, has resigned, effective April 1, as 
cost accountant for the Quincy Market 
Cold Storage & Warehouse Co., Boston, 
and as secretary of the Massachusetts 
Warehousemen’s’ Association. He is 
joining F. C. Alexander & Co., one of 
Boston’s foremost architectural firms. 


Architecture was Mr. Titus’s original 
calling. When the World War involved 
the United States he was drafted by the 
Government as a cost expert. In that 
position he made an enviable reputation.

highways were not unduly congested 
and that the trucks would do no injury 
at all to them. 

“The Supreme Court held that the 
Commission could not do this in the case 
of interstate shipments, and that the 
Maryland statute, to the extent that it 
authorized it, was void. 

“Whether we agree with the soundness 
of this decision or not, it is, of course, 
binding on the point decided, and this 
point, as conceded by the Bush company 
and as emphasized by the Supreme 
Court, relates only to shipments which 
are exclusively interstate. 

“Any bona fide motor truck line en- 
gaged in interstate commerce exclusive- 
ly may, if it complies with all Maryland 
licensing and policing laws and regula- 
tions, carry freight continuously from 
points in Maryland to points in another 
State and vice versa. 

“But this decision does not authorize 
a motor truck line which operates be- 
tween two States to do an intrastate 
business in either State, and, therefore, 
the Commission can refuse to permit 
such a company to carry freight between 
any two points in Maryland. 


Interstate Movement 


“The company can, for example, take 
freight in Delaware or in Pennsylvania 
destined to some Maryland town and 
carry it there. But after the truck 
crosses the Maryland State line, it can- 
not stop at one Maryland town on its 
route and take on freight, destined for 
another Maryland town on its route, un- 
less the Commission grants such per- 
mission. 

“The Commission can, as heretofore, 
still refuse permits to all motor truck 
lines which operate exclusively within 
this State, wherever it thinks the grant- 
ing thereof would be prejudicial to the 
public welfare and convenience, even 
though such lines are willing to com- 
ply with the Maryland licensing and 
policing laws and regulations. 

“And if any motor truck line engaged 
in intrastate shipments only wants to 
enter the interstate field, I see no rea- 
son why the Commission may not impose 
the condition that it must give up its 
intrastate business and confine itself to 
interstate business only.” 


Washington Siate’s Position 


On behalf of the Department of Pub- 
lic Works of the State of Washington, 
the following statement of policy has 
been announced: 

“It is the intention of the Depart- 
ment to regulate interstate auto trans- 
portation companies to the full extent 
allowed by that decision (U. S. Supreme 
Court decision in the Buck case). The 
Department takes the view that the 
Court disapproved the monopolistic fea- 
ture of the law; that the Court did not 
hold the act or any portion thereof in- 
valid except that part which would give 
a certificate to one and deny to another. 
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The Department has, therefore, adopted 
the policy of requiring any person de- 
siring to engage in interstate opera- 
tions to first obtain a certificate. The 
certificate will be granted without show- 
ing of public convenience and necessity 
and without regard to the existence of 
other operators in the same field. The 
carrier will be required to give bond for 
the protection of patrons and the public, 
to file tariffs and time schedules, to pay 
fees provided by law and to comply with 
the rules and regulations of the Depart- 
ment as a carrier within the State is 
required to do.”

these being located later. The _ total 
damage to goods consisted of the break- 
ing of two small plate glasses and a 
desk panel, the latter because a truck 
now operated by the warehouse com- 
pany backed into a loaded vehicle at the 
new building. The job was done during 
weather ranging in temperature from 
5 deg. below zero to 15 deg. above, one 
of the days being stormy. The distance 
was two blocks and the route was 
through a narrow street containing old 
street car tracks. 

“Careful preliminary survey, organ- 
ization and sticking to schedule were 
the chief factors in the success of the 
task,” according to Mr. Blackburn. “Our 
company used only men who had had ex- 
perience in our work.” 


New Alabama Company 


The Bessemer Transfer & Storage Co. 
has been incorporated to engage in a 
general transfer and storage business at 
Bessemer, Ala., and has opened with 
offices on Fourth Avenue between Nine- 
teenth and Twentieth Streets. The firm 
has a capital of $3,000 and its initial 
equipment includes four motor trucks.

Moore is secretary and treasurer. 


Ban on Heavy Trucks 


A ban against heavy trucks operating 
on New Hampshire roads has been put 
into effect, in accordance with a plan 
followed the past two years, which is 
claimed to have saved _ considerable 
money for the State. It applies to 
trucks of six tons gross weight with 
tires ten inches in diameter and also to 
1%-ton capacity trucks equipped with 
three-inch tires. 


$800,000 Building Contract 


The Lehigh & New England Terminal 
Warehouse Co., Bethlehem, Pa., has 
awarded to Cramp & Co., Philadelphia, 
the contract for the construction of an 
$800,000 seven-story and basement fire- 
proof warehouse, 200 by 150 feet. The 
architectural firm is Moores & Dunford. 
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STATES TO CONSTRUCT 
24,000 MILES OF ROADS 


TI.WENTY-FOUR thousand miles of 
4 highway, enough to circle the earth, 
are scheduled for construction during the 
1925 season by the various State high- 
way departments, according to informa- 
tion secured by the Bureau of Public 
Roads of the United States Department 
of Agriculture. 

The State departments also plan to 
maintain a total of 217,794 miles of road. 
Approximately $405,000,000 will be 
available for construction and $135,000,- 
000 for maintenance by the State high- 
way departments. It is difficult to fore- 
cast the operations of the counties, but 
the indications are that they will spend 
approximately $463,000,000 for construc- 
tion and maintenance. The estimated 
total expenditure for the year is, there- 
fore, $1,003,000,000. 


The State highway departments plan 
to construct 5900 miles of asphalt, con- 
crete and brick pavements, 11,600 miles 
of sand-clay, gravel and macadam roads 
and 6700 miles of improved earth road. 


Comparing the funds available for 
1925 with those for preceding years, it 
appears certain that road construction 
will go forward at about the same rate 
as in the preceding year. Since 1921 the 
total mileage of surfaced roads built 
each year has been between 30,000 and 
40,000 miles. 


The maintenance program of the State 
highway departments is an encouraging 
one. The approximate mileage of the 
designated system of State roads is 250,- 
000 miles, and since 217,794 miles are 
to be maintained it appears that most 
of the important improved roads will 
be cared for by well organized State 
maintenance forces. 


Tidewater Has Lumber Project 


With the leasing of 25 acres in the 
rear of the Philadelphia Tidewater Ter- 
minal at the foot of Oregon Avenue, 
Philadelphia, to Harvey C. Miller, presi- 
dent of the terminal company, to be 
developed and operated as a lumber con- 
centration area in conjunction with the 
terminal property, which has a semi- 
Governmental status, Philadelphia has 
obtained a concession from the Shipping 
Board which may result in the greatest 
commercial development ever under- 
taken in that city, excluding the war- 
time Hog Island project. 


It is purposed to erect mills for finish- 
ing rough lumber and producing all 
kinds of mill work on the property, 
rather than at the mills on the Pacific 
Coast. This would mean a reduction in 
the cost of finished lumber through the 
saving of the difference in freight rate 
charges for ocean transportation be- 
tween rough and finished products from 
western mills. 

The terminal company will assume 
the responsibility of transferring the 
lumber from the ships to the storage 
yard with 100 specially equipped cars.

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SHIPPING BOARD ENDS 
PORT DIFFERENTIALS 


5 awe United States Shipping Board 
has approved the resolution adopted 
by the Gulf Shipping Conference and 
the South Atlantic Steamship Confer- 
ence, which demanded the establishment 
of the principle of parity of rate on 
“commodities originating for ocean ship- 
ment in competitive territory, whether 
such commodities move through the Gulf, 
the South Atlantic or North Atlantic 
ports.” 

The effect of this decision, it was an- 
nounced at the Shipping Board, is for- 
mally to abolish the discriminatory dif- 
ferentials against the Gulf ports of 15 
cents per 100 pounds and against the 
South Atlantic ports of 7% cents per 


100 pounds. 
While Philadelphia, Baltimore and 
New York shippers are apprehensive 


that the abolition of the differential will 
injure their trade, the opinion of Ship- 
ping Board members is that it will tend 
to concentrate shipment of manufactured 
articles to the North Atlantic ports and 
permit most of the bulky articles, such 
as grain, to be shipped through the 
South Atlantic and Gulf ports. 

There has been a long fight to main- 
tain the differential, which was abolished 
by the Shipping Board on Jan. 20 in 
conference with North Atlantic, South 
Atlantic and Gulf steamship operators. 

The Board did so upon the request of 
the Gulf and South Atlantic interests, 
who said they could not afford to stay in 
the three-party arrangement with the 
North Atlantic ports and shippers. This 
also opened the way for the new survey 
of the situation, resulting in the Ship- 
ping Board’s final decision. 


The South’s Protests 


Up to the present many Middle West- 
ern shippers have sent their goods to 
New York and other North Atlantic 
ports for foreign delivery because they 
got lower rates. 

In fact, as soon as the Board had ap- 
proved the original agreement, opposi- 
tion began to develop from steamship 
owners in the Gulf and South Atlantic 
ports. 

At the subsequent hearings, with Com- 
missioner Frederick I. Thompson pre- 
siding, testimony was heard from steam- 
ship owners and shippers in the ports 
affected, resulting in the revocation of 
the differential. 

In announcing the Board’s decision, 
Commissioner Thompson declared that 
the North Atlantic ports are so well 
established in their communications with 
more shipping lines and facilities as to 
make it doubtful whether the differential 
will have any appreciable effect upon the 
ocean traffic of these ports. 

“The decision is clearly in conformity 
with the Merchant Marine Act of 1920,” 
he said. “This Act calls for the prin- 
ciple of equality of rates and contem- 
plates that interior shippers should not 
be restricted, through artificial condi- 
tion, from moving their export com-

merce through the most available sea- 
board outlet. 

“This action removes what has ap- 
peared to be an injustice against both 
the shippers and the ports on the South 
Atlantic and Gulf seaboards.” 


New Connecticut Company 


The Eagle Fireproof Storage Ware- 
house, Inc., has been organized in 
Waterbury, Conn., and has acquired the 
Eagle Brewery plant, idle for the past 
five years, and is converting the build- 
ing into a bonded merchandise ware- 
house. The structure is a three-story 
one, fireproof, and contains 30,000 square 
feet of floor space. There are adjoining 
smaller buildings, to be used for garages, 
ete. The property has a direct railroad 
siding for loading and unloading at the 
warehouse, together with another siding 
serving a two-acre tract to be used for 
open storage on non-perishable goods.

A half- 
tone of two little children—tear-stained, 
dirty, ragged and in the state of utter 
despondency—occupied the center space 
of the advertisement, with the caption 
“SUPPOSE NOBODY CARED.”

\ ANY current economic problems 
which at present are being given 
attention by both Government and busi- 
ness will come before the thirteenth an- 
nual meeting of the Chamder of Com- 
merce of the United States, to be held 
at Washington, May 20 to 22. 

The program shows that the questions 
for discussion are international as well 
as domestic in scope. One subject which 
the Chamber holds as of more than usual 
importance is that of commercial trea- 
ties. The Turkish treaty is still un- 
ratified by the Senate and the country 
is on the eve of a complete revision of 
its commercial treaties with other na- 
tions. The Chamber feels that a na- 
tional policy should be adopted looking 
toward a proper development of exports 
and that business interests affected by 
new treaties should be consulted in their 
framing. The subject of treaties will be 
discussed by John H. Fahey, Boston, 
chairman of the Chamber’s foreign 
affairs committee, who will bring in a 
report from his committee, and by John 
N. Willys, president of the Willys- 
Overland Co. 


The Dawes Plan 


The European situation and the fu- 
ture of the Dawes plan will be presented 
by a leading figure from Europe, as yet 
unnamed.

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FREIGHT CAR LOADINGS - 
SET SEASONAL RECORD 


foe car service division of the Amer- 
ican Railway Association announced 
at Washington on April 8 that accord- 
ing to its reports “the greatest number 
of cars on record for this season of the 
year were loaded with revenue freight 
during the first three months of this 
year.” 

The total for that period, which in- 
cludes from Jan. 1 to March 28, was 11,- 
765,235 cars. This exceeded by 177,224 
cars, or 1.5 per cent the corresponding 
period last year, which had marked the 
previous high record for this season of 
the year; it also exceeded by 448,495 
cars, or 4 per cent, the corresponding pe- 
riod in 1923. 

The total number of cars loaded dur- 
ing the first three months this year fell 
short only 78,890 cars, or seven-tenths of 
one per cent, of the estimate made on 
Jan. 6 by the car service division of the 
American Railway Association, as_ to 
what the total loading would be for the 
first quarter of the year. This decrease 
in the actual load‘ng under the estimate 
was principally due to the falling off in 
coal traffic.
